WOMEN ballroom dancers from Ox¬ 
ford University will for the first time be 
eligible for a full blue when they 
quickstep on to the floor in the annual 
Varsity match against Cambridge 
tomorrow. 

Following Olympic recognition for 
ball room dancing, the women's blues 
committee at Oxford has decided to 
upgrade the sport from half-blue to 
full-blue status. 

But for the gents from Oxford who 
partner them across all four dances of 
wahz, quickstep, cha-cha-cha, and jive 


on the sprung floor at the spacious 
Kelsey Kerridge sports hall in Cam¬ 
bridge, wily a half-blue will be up for 
grabs. And although rhe Cambridge 
ladies will quality for a half-blue, for 
the men at Cambridge there will be no 
blues at all. 

This is despite the fact that in 
danring, although men and women 
must be equally fit, the men have the 
harder job. The onus is on them to set 
the pace, lead their partner and read 
the floor properly to avoid collisions. 

In the world of ballroom dancing, 
the Varsity match is as hotty debated 
as the boat race. Cambridge usually 


emerge the victor, winning 16 matches 
so far to Oxford's nine. But the 
possibility of a full blue for the Oxford 
dancers could give them the competi¬ 
tive edge this year. 

Matthew Buck, of the Oxford team, 
said: “The Varsity match is of en¬ 
hanced importance this year as a full 
blue will be up for grabs for the first 
time. We have several champions on 
our team. Although we are definitely 
the underdogs, we are hopeful of 
pulling off a surprise result."

BCCI fraud man 
jailed for 14 years

ABBAS GOKAL, 61. the for¬ 
mer shipping magnate, was 
jailed for 14 years for his role 
in sinking the Bank of Credit 
and Commerce International 
(BCCI) in what is believed to 
be the world’s biggest fraud. 

The sentence, too. is the 
most severe of its kind handed 
down by a British court, it 
follows Gokai's conviction last 
month on charges of conspira¬ 
cy ro account falsely and 
conspiracy to defraud.. His 
trial lasted six months. 

GokaJ, former chairman of 
the Gulf Group, siphoned $12 
billion (£750 million) from 
BCCI through offshore com¬ 
panies. threatening ruin for 
thousands of bank depositors, 
induding the Western Isles 


council in Scotland. His con¬ 
viction makes him Britain’s 
biggest fraudster in n case that 
may never be matched in 
scope and complexity. 

He was also ordered to pay 
nearly £3 million from his 
personal assets. If he fails to 
do so within two years, he will 
have to serve another three 
years in prison. 

Gokal is understood to have 
received about E4 million in 
legal aid id fond his fight 
against the charges. The case

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Refomi of party funding could help Tories recover

THE Conservatives are worried by 
Labour's new proposals on cleaning 
up party funding. They are wrong. 
Disclosure of contributions above 
£5.000 and controls on overseas 
donations are not only inherently 
right, but they would provide the 
spur that the Tories need to 
revitalise themselves. 

The sums involved are dwarfed 
by the amounts spent in any election 
year in California and are less in 
real terms than in the 19th century 
here. Moreover, the Tories no 
longer enjoy a huge financial advan¬ 
tage over Labour. 

Funding matters because of who 


donates and why. No doubt, most 
wealthy individuals who make do¬ 
nations, just like trade unions, do so 
because they are persuaded that the 
•Tories or Labour would be better for 
the country. But there is a big 
difference between giving a few 
pounds, or even £100, as a member¬ 
ship subscription and donating a 
few hundred thousand pounds. The 
former is rightly a private matter. 
The latter is not. The Tories have 
always taken a "none of your 
business" attitude. They are mistak¬ 
en. Big donors are courted, feted 
and given access to ministers (much 
good may it do both). And there are 
suspicions of favours and honours 
in return. There Is also something

odd about those not qualified to vote 
in Britain being allowed to donate to 
British parties. The dangers have 
been shown by disclosure over 
Chinese donations, and access, to 
President Cfinton and his re-election 
campaign last year. 

The main British parties have 
become less dependent on tradition¬ 
al corporate sources of revenue, 
such as big public companies and 
trade unions, and more reliant on 
wealthy individuals. The Tories 
have attracted some big individual 
contributions, from bath home and 
abroad, reducing the incentive to 


attract more individual members 
and small donors to the party. 

Fuller disclosure of sizeable dona¬ 
tions. and controls on contributions 
from abroad, are desirable in their 
own terms to show that everything 
is above board. Labour needs to be 
frank itself, given its pre-election 
secrecy about the blind trusts fi¬ 
nancing Mr Blair and other party 
leaders — as well as the large 
amount of help it receives in kind 
from union officials working for the 
party. 

Mr Biair could make a start by 
insisting that all people appointed 


by ministers to public posts, or 
receiving an honour, should have to 
disclose any money contributed to a 
political pally. 

Significantly, there has been no 
talk of full state-funding beyond the 
limited help given to opposition 
parties for their work in Parliament 
— which should be extended. The 
public opposes state funding of the 
ordinary work of parties, which 
would reduce the pressure an them 
to broaden their base of support by 
seeking new members. The only 
acceptable change would be a tax 
relief or the like matching small 
donations. 

Tighter controls would, and. 
should, force the parties to seek 


more money in small -amount.. 
Labour's success, on May; l .was 
partly builr on the increase .of .two- 
thirds in its individual membership. 
The Conservatives have never given 
out official national figures..but no 

has beenon the decline; along With 
their organisation. A prccontStioh 
for any Tory electoral recovery is a 
revival of the party*organisation 
and membership, as happened in 
thelate 1940s.

TONY BLAJR yesterday re¬ 
sisted pressure from the Irish 
Government to allow Sinn 
Fein into multiparty talks 
when they reopen next month. 

The Labour leader made 
clear that Sinn Fein wilt not be 
included in talks until there is 
proof of a “credible and un¬ 
equivocal" ceasefire. Senior 
colleagues said it was “highly 
unlikely" that the party would 
be allowed into talks when 
they reopen on June 3. 

Mr Blair made his views 
dear during a Downing Street 
meeting with John Bruton, the 
Irish EVime Minister, the first 
overseas Head of State to meet 
the new Prime Minister. 

Irish leaders have stepped 
up pressure on the new Gov¬ 
ernment to allow Geiyy Ad¬ 
ams’ party into discussions as 
soon as possible to revitalise 
the peace process. Mr Bruton 
suggested that a ceasefire, if 
called within days, could pave 
the way for Sinn Fein's inclu¬ 
sion in the talks. 

Mr Blair, joined by Mo 
Mowlam, rhe Northern Ire¬ 
land Secretary, made clear to

Bishop apologises 
for marriage ruling

AN IRISH Roman Catholic 
bishop has apologised for the 
first time for rhe hurt caused to 
Protestants who married 
Catholics and were forced to 
raise their children in the faith 
of their partners. 

Dr Willie Walsh is seeking 
forgiveness from Protestants 
who were obliged to sign a 
declaration before marriage 
that they would rear their 
children as Catholics. The 
Church refused to marry cou¬ 
ples of mixed denomination 
who declined to sign the Ne 
Temere decree. 

In what is seen as a huge 
shift in Roman Catholic think¬ 


ing, Dr Walsh, the Bishop of 
Kilialoe. in the west of Ireland, 
has said that the Ne Temere 
. ruling was “contrary to the 
spirit of Christian generosity 
and love". 

Writing in the May edition 
of the religious magazine The 
Furrow. Dr Walsh admits that 
rhe decree inflicted great sad¬ 
ness and pain on young people 
in love and on the threshold of 
married life. 

The apology has been 
welcomed by the Church of 
- Ireland which cites the ruling 
as a main cause of rhe decline 
of Protestantism in the 
republic.

CHERIE BOOTH. QC. was back earn¬ 
ing her living in court yesterday, dressed 
in her counsel’s wig and gown to lead a 
test case in the Court of Appeal on 
workers' rights.

Information Act would unleash torrent of public queries 


THE main effect of a Freedom of 
Information Act would be to trigger 
a torrent of public inquiries to 
Govern men i departments. It would 
be launched amidst a spate of 
publicity and the public would be 
told how to get the information they 
want. 

A tough Act would allow the 
public to get straight answers about 
medicines, health and safety prac¬ 
tices. environmental regulations, 
decisions on new roads and rail 
links, food safety. It might even 
force the Government to change the 
way rhey collected information so 
they had* useful data to release — for 
example food safety- data is gathered 
in such a way at presen] that a 
company or product is not 
identified. 

Bur rhe power of the Act however 


will largely depend on the fine print 
and how far the Government is 
willing to disclose its own briefings 
and findings. 

Peter Mandehon. Minister with¬ 
out Portfolio, said yesterday that 
work would start immediately on a 
White Paper. Whitehall -souross Iasi 
night thought it could also include 
data protection and privacy issues. 

But it is unclear how far — if at all 
— Ministers would lift the rules on 
Cabinet papers and departmental 
briefings. It is unlikely the block 
would he lifted on matters about 
defence, international relations, sec¬ 
urity sen-ices, the police, fairness of 
legal proceedings, personal privacy, 
commercial confidentiality and 
huge tranches of policy.

FOUR dugs whose barking 
drove neighbours wild are 
jiving the quiet life again after 
therapy sessions with an ani¬ 
mal "psychiatrist". 

Magistrates threatened to 
remove the animals after 
Mark Bambrough protested 
about their continuous bark¬ 
ing while their owner was at 
work- But six weeks with Jan 
Westby. a pet therapist, has 
brought peace to the street and 
Mr Bambrough has halted his 
legal action. 

Yesterday the dogs' owner. 
Pamela Chambers, said: "I 
can’t thank Jan enough. I was 
worried sick about losing 
them. Tile court would have 
taken the dogs away if they 
had carried on barking. 

"But the therapy has 
worked and Mr Bambrough is 
quite happy now-. We have 
reduced the noise to an accept¬ 
able level and we have 
reached an agreement.” 

The neighbours, who claim 
still to be on good terms, went 
to court earlier tliis year when 
Mr Bambrough sought a 
noise abatement notice. He 
said that the constant barking 
during the day was making 
life impossible for him, his 
wife and two young children. 
He agreed, however, id an

adjournment until yesterday 
to allow Mrs Westby time to 
try to quieten Sadie, a 13-year- 
old whippet cross. Bramble, 
an eight-year-old collie cross, 
and 19-month-old aisatian 
puppies Oscar and Sophie. 
Yesterday he withdrew his 
application at Bradford Mag¬ 
istrates’Court. 

Mrs Westby has been treat¬ 
ing dogs with behaviour prob¬ 
lems for five years but had 
never been asked to help in a 
court case before. “Dogs that 
have been brought up in a 
very stable environment can 
suffer from separation anxiety 
when someone important 
leaves them." she said, “ft can 
manifest itself in many ways, 
including howling and bark¬ 


ing. I see dogs with varying 
degrees of behavioural prob¬ 
lems and I felt these dogs 
could be cured. It just takes 
persistence on the pan of the 
owners." She stayed with the 
dogs while Mrs Chambers,43. 
left her home. 

Mrs Chambers, a jeweller, 
said: “The problem was the 
constant barking when there 
was no one in die house. They 
would bark at everything that 
pulled up at our door or Mr 
Baxnbrough's. It wasn't fair 
and I can understand him 
being unhappy, but I didn't 
realise how bad it was because 
I wasn't there! It has improved 
100 per cent and we are both 
happy with the situation now. 

“The main problem was 


with the (Hippies, which are 
brother and sister. Jan said 
they were bonded together 
and with me. She said the first 
thing we had to do was break 
the bonding with me and then 
with each other. 

“We had to take their minds 
off me not being there so we 
gave them toys to play with 
and built up die time I wasn’t 
there from 20 minutes to an 
hour and then two hours, and 
it has worked. We have bro¬ 
ken the bonding. 

“We also had to teach them 
commands. When they barked 
we Jet them do so a couple of 
times and then gave the com¬ 
mand ‘Enough’- Now, when 
we say ‘Enough’, they stop. 

“We have to work very hard 
with them and basically love 
them like babies. You have to 
speak to them and be firm, like 
with any child. It has taken a 
lot of hard work and patience 
and we have spent a lot more 
time with them than we would 
normally. They are four indi¬ 
vidual dogs with minds of 
their own." 

Mr Bambrough said: “The 
dogs are still there, but we are 
not getting bothered by them 
now. 1 don't think there will be 
a recurrence and I hope that’s 
the end of the matter. Pamela 
and ourselves do get on. We 
have never fallen out."

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Fee rises ‘turn medicine 
into a job for the rich’

THE medical profession is in 
danger or unce more becom¬ 
ing a preserve of the rich, 
according to the students' 
committee of the British Medi¬ 
cal Association. 

Tightening of budgets has 
already forced some leading 
medical schools to withdraw 
the subsidy they have tradi¬ 
tionally paid ro postgraduates 
who read medicine alter a first 
degree in another subject. This 
means the fees for the five-year 
course are nrebling from 
£4,000 to E12.000. 

The medical schools at 
Aberdeen. Dundee. Edin¬ 
burgh. St Andrews. South¬ 
ampton. King's College 
London and St George's Hos¬ 
pital. London, have ended rhe 
subsidy system. Others are 
known to be considering drop¬ 
ping it. About 10 per cent of 


medical students are post¬ 
graduates, although in some 
schools the proportion is as 
high as 20 per cent. 

Derek McLaughlan, chair¬ 
man of the committee, said 
yesterday that the high fees 
were deterring students who 
decided to switch to medicine 
after obtaining a degree in a 
different discipline. They were 
no longer eligible for a local 
authority grant because they 
already had a degree, and they 
usually had a student loan 
debt which made it difficult for 
them to fund the five-year 
medical course. 

"These are people who 
would potentially become 
some of the best doctors and 
who would be most likely to 
stay in the health service at a 
time when so many are leav¬ 
ing." Mr McLaughlan said. 


"Patients really value what 
older students with life experi¬ 
ence have to offer. These are 
students who bring wide expe¬ 
rience to foe profession. 

"But with fees at around 
£12,000. you need to have 
parents earning at least 
£40,000 to be able to apply to 
medical school. As a trainee 
doctor, I am often contacted by 
people who want to apply to 
medical school The first thing 
I have to ask them is, 'Areyour 
parents rich? 1 " 

Mr McLaughlan. 35, is in 
his final year at Nottingham. 
He trained in biological sci¬ 
ences and worked as a teacher 
for eight years before deriding 
to study medicine. “Fortunate¬ 
ly [ am not affected by foe end 
of subsidies, but if I had been 
required to pay the full 
amount I would never have 


been able to become a doctor." 
he said. "Students who find 
the subsidy removed will now 
either have to drop the coarse 
or build up a tremendous debt 
before they can qualify." 

Other medical students 
agreed that cuts in subsidies 
would force them to rely on 
parents. Sarah Davey. 25, a 
junior doctor at the Royal Free 
Hospital. London, said: "The 
only people who would be able 
to enter foe profession would 
be from well-off back¬ 
grounds." She graduated IS 
months ago and still owes 
£8,000. The BMA says the 
average debt on qualifying is 
£b,700. 

"During foe last three years 
of training you are studying 
for 48 weeks a year, so there is 
no time to supplement the 
grant with holiday work.”

suited, hard-drinking medic 
portrayed in the Doctor in the 
House series ended in the 
1950s.

students admitted to the teach¬ 
ing hospital where I was then 
working had had a slate 
education. By the time I left 
the hospital two or three years 
ago. 1 would suppose that foe 
percentage was very much 


higher: few of the students 
came from a financially privi¬ 
leged background. 

Just as all politicians, and 
most of foe medical hierarchy, 
have remained silent about 
the current problems of find¬ 
ing adequate numbers of 
people who are motivated and 
intelligent enough to become 
nurses, so have foe difficulties 
of selecting and educating 
medical students been hidden 
from public scrutiny. 

Today's medical student is 
much more intelligent, in 
terms of IQ, than in my 
generation.

academic standards needed to 
gain entry into medical school 
today's students are quicker to 
learn and have a better grasp 
of foe scientific principles that 
are foe basis of high technol¬ 
ogy medicine. However, it 
was striking, when sitting in a 
clinic with students in the 
early 1990s, that although 
bright, they lacked the clinical 
experience of earlier genera¬ 
tions at a comparable stage in 
their education. 

Medical students were for¬ 
tunate and privileged in my 
day. The wards were highly 
disciplined and the patients 
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received expen care within 
them, but they had few rights. 
If a patient had a large liver or 
spleen, an interesting rash or 
a peculiar heart sound, they 
were considered excellent 
teaching material, available to 
any student assigned to the 
team looking after them. No¬ 
body asked the patient: 
"Would you mind if a student 
examined you?”- It was as¬ 
sumed that their lack of priva¬ 
cy was a price to pay for lop- 
quality care. 

Students now have., only 
limited access to patients. Be¬ 
fore medicine became as 


specialised as it is. and so 
many of the patients could be 
cured by wonder drugs in 
their own homes, foe wards 
were filled with people who 
were suffering from foe com¬ 
plications of foe ordinary" 
diseases that they would 
later see daily in general 
practice. 

The signs and symptoms of 
these run-of-foe-mill com¬ 
plaints were readily on dis¬ 
play. not only in the wards of 
the teaching hospitals, but in 
the hospitals where .they 
would later do their house 
jobs.

advertising Britain has been

The. cigarette companies 
began preparing for restric¬ 
tions/ on advertising some 
years ago, when Labour estab-

polls, and have reduced their 
reliance on poster sites. They 
have huge databases of smok¬ 
ers who can be tempted with 
bee samples, discounts, com¬ 
petitions and lifestyle maga¬ 
zines. This is legal provided 
th&r the smokers are over 18 
Names and addresses have 


been collected by holding cam- 
petitions, with prizes such as 
cars or foreign holidays, with 
entry forms that ask whether 
contestants are smokers. The 
names and addresses of peo¬ 
ple who send off for gifts after 
collecting coupons are entered 
on the databases. 

Marlboro and Silk Cut send 
smokers lifestyle magazines 
aimed at those in their early 
twenties. When Norway 
banned smoking advertise¬ 
ments, Camel began selling 
boots using its brand name, 
with images of the healthy- 


looking outdoor types tradi¬ 
tionally used to promote ciga T 
rettes. Marlboro now has a 
fashion store in Covent 
Garden and Dunhiil has a 
range of luxury goods. 

Tobacco companies spend 
at least £50 million a year on 
advertising and promotion. 
That includes £25 million on 
magazine and newspaper ad¬ 
vertisements as well as sports 
sponsorship. 

Cigarette advertisements 
were banned from television 
in Britain in 1964. A voluntary 
code of practice between the 


manufacturers and the De¬ 
partment of Health has been 
followed since 1971 and is 
occasionally updated. 

There have been agree¬ 
ments to stop pipe and cigar 
advertisements on television, 
to stop cinema advertising, 
and to display, posters a 
certain distance from schools. 

The tobacco companies 
agreed in 1985 to freeze the 
cash spent on sports sponsor¬ 
ship. which includes pastimes 
such as angling as well as the 
World Snooker Champion¬ 
ship. Embassy has put 


£11 million into snooker over 
the years. Some sports such as 
football, swimming and ath¬ 
letics refuse tobacco money. 

The Tobacco Manufactur¬ 
ers' Association, which has 
expertly lobbied against Pri¬ 
vate Members' Bills to ban 
advertising, has little idea of 
the views of many of the new 
MPs elected in Labour's land¬ 
slide.

Little fidgets are a sign of health 


INFANTS who fidget less 
than their peers are more 
likely to need urgent treatment 
for brain damage, according 
to new evidence from scien¬ 
tists (Nick Nuttall writes). 

The discovery, by Austrian 
scientists based at the Univer¬ 
sity of Graz, could lead to the 
early detection of children at 
risk. 

The- team videotaped 130 
infants born at five hospitals 
iii Austria, Italy. The Neth¬ 
erlands and Germany during 


their first two years of life. 
They were monitored for nor¬ 
mal writhing movements, 
which are seen from birth ro 
about nine weeks, and fidgety 
movements, which commence 
at six weeks. 

Normal fidgeting was 
dassed as a stream of small 
movements with the neck, 
body and arms moving in all 
directions. The researchers 
found that 96 per cent, or 67 
our of 70 babies classified as 
having normal fidgety move¬ 


ments. developed into infants 
with normal brains. But 95 per 
cent, or 57 out of 60 other 
babies dassified as having no 
fidgety movements, or ones of 
poor quality, were eventually 
found to have brain ab¬ 
normalities. 

The scientists, whose find¬ 
ings are published in The 
Lancet this week, say: “Our 
technique is simple, nan-intru¬ 
sive, reliable, quick and 
can be done in very young 
infants." 


JT MAY not be rvident 
from the way the loving 
couple in the Hiagcn-Dazs 
advertisements Intertwine, 
hot eating ice-cream is like¬ 
ly to give you a headache. 

A survey in todays Brit¬ 
ish Medical Journal found 
that one person in three 
endured head pain after 
eating ice-cream. It occ¬ 
urred whether or not they 
suffered from migraines. 

It was just as common 
among children, who tend 
to call it “brain freeze". The 
headache occurred only in 
hot weather, with attempts 
to provoke it in winter 
always failing. 

The survey found that the 
pain begins a few seconds 
after rapid consumption of 
cold foods or drinks and 
peaks in 30 to 60 seconds. 
The stabbing, aching pain 
is usually located in the 
middle of the forehead, but 
it can be on one side or 
behind the eye. Normally it 
lasts for ten to 20 seconds 
hot it can throb on for up to 
five minutes. 

Researchers who sucked 
crushed ice found the site of 
the headache depends on 
where the Icecream touches 
the palate. In some cases 
toothache occurs. 

There is conflicting evi¬ 
dence about ice-cream's ef¬ 
fect on migraine sufferers. 
One study showed that it 
affected more than 90 per 
cent of those who get mi¬ 
graines while another sug¬ 


gested it was more common 
among people who did not 
suffer from migraines. 
There was evidence that an 
ice-cream headache could 
trigger migraine. 

The best way to avoid the 
headaches is to ensure that 
really cold icecream does 
not come into contact with 
the baek of the palate. 

“Most people arrive at 
such preventive measures 
without the advice of doc¬ 
tors." according to the re¬ 
port's author, Joseph Hnli- 
han, of the neurology 

department at Temple 
University, Philadelphia. 
“ I ee-cr earn abstinence is not 
indicated."

Media chief quits 
after ‘low-budget’ 
Tory campaign

CHARLES LEWINGTON. 
one of ihe architects of the 
Tory election campaign, has 
abruptly resigned his E75.000- 
a-year job as the party's direct 
tor of communications. 

Mr Lewington. 3S. decided 
to leave Conservative Central 
Office only days after the 
Tories' worse election defeat 
fur !F0 years. His decision to 
go came as officials acknowl¬ 
edged that the party's once 
expensively oiled fighting 
machine had lacked the 
money required for the land of 
campaign envisaged by the 
leadership. 

"Reports of a £25 million 
war chest were way off mark. 
The money simply could not 
be raised." one senior party 
official said last night. The 
new Labour government's 
proposal to ban political dona¬ 
tions from overseas could 
badly hamstring the Tories* 
fightback. 

John Redwood, one of the 
six leadership contenders, will 


today announce proposals for 
sweeping reforms of Central 
Office. 

Mr Lewington. a former 
assistant editor of the Sunday 
Express, is on holiday and 
will not return to his post. 
He wiir take a two month 
sabbatical abroad before re¬ 
turning to a career in die 
media. He had been expected 
to stay on until the end of the 
summer, wiien a new Central 
Office regime will have been 
installed after die leadership 
elecrion. 

Brian Mawhinney, the par¬ 
ty chairman, headhunted Mr 
Lewington IS months ago. In 
the past the job has proved to 
be something of a poisoned 
chalice. The previous director 
of communications. Hugh 
Colver. had been in post for 
only a few months when he 
walked out after rows with Dr 
Mawhinney over negative 
campaigning. 

Only a handful of senior 
officials at Central Office 


knew yesterday that Mr 
Lewington had decided not to 
return to his office at the 
elecrion "war room" he had set 
up. The campaign was 
marred by infighting, rows 
over posters and advertise¬ 
ments. and disputes with 
Kenneth Clarke over the anti- 
Brussels tone of some of the 
material.

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Yeltsin compares 
Nato expansion to

PRESIDENT YELTSIN is¬ 
sued a warning yesterday that 
Nato's plans to expand east¬ 
wards had provoked the most 
serious dispute between Rus¬ 
sia and the United Slates since 
the 1962 Cuban missile crisis. 

He said on Russian tele¬ 
vision: "Since the Cuban cri¬ 
sis, no such acute an issue has 
existed in relations between 
Russia and the United States, 
and this concerns Russians 
interests id such an extent that 
everyone, induding the Euro¬ 
peans and Americans, should 
give it serious thought." 

During the Cuban missile 
crisis. Soviet nuclear brink¬ 
manship caused the world to 
hold its breath, as President 
Kennedy battled with Nikita 
Khrushchev, the Soviet Com¬ 
munist leader, to prevent 
Moscow from installing 
nuclear missiles on the island. 

Western diplomatic sources 
said that the Russian leader 
was resorting to strong rheto¬ 
ric to appease his political op¬ 
ponents. He is under pressure 
from Communists and nation¬ 
alists who argue that he is 
selling out his country’s 
interests.

He told report¬ 
ers at a Victory Day ceremony 
in the Kremlin that he might 
join the talks in Moscow next 
week between Mr Primakov 
and Senor Solana. "About 98 
per cent of the document is 
ready," Mr Yeltsin said. 

Nato sources said that al¬ 
though a deal with Russia was 
"very dose”, arid should be 
ready in time for a summit in 
Paris at the end of this month, 
final agreement was being 
held up by Moscow's attempts 
to stop the alliance from 
constructing any form of mili¬ 
tary infrastructure on the ter¬ 
ritory of new member stares. 
The sources said a number of 
compromises were being dis¬ 
cussed with the Russians. 
There was no question of Nato 
agreeing to abandon plans to 
create basic infrastructure on 
the territory of the new East¬ 


ern European members. One 
compromise under discussion, 
however, was to make "a 
written declaration that Nato 
has no plans for major con¬ 
struction of new bases". This 
would be aimed at reassuring 
Moscow that Nato did not 
intend to build bunkers for 
tactical nudear missiles or 
new garrisons for the perma¬ 
nent stationing of alliance 
troops.

President lays stone 
for church rebuilding

A SOLEMN and devout-look¬ 
ing President Yeltsin yester¬ 
day laid the foundation stone 
for the reconstruction of an 
ancient Moscow church that 
was destroyed by Stalin. 

The ceremony marked the 
latest in a series of efforts by 
Russia's leadership to restore 
religious monuments wrecked 
by die Communists. Patriarch 
Aleksi, the head of the Russian 
Orthodox Church, led prayers 
•at the site of the future chapel 
of St Boris and St Gleb, the 
first Russian saints. 

“In the past more than ten 
Orthodox churches used to 
stand here in Arbat Square 
and they are well-remembered 
by Moscow believers," he said, 
adding: “May God grant all 
people of the present and 


future generations memory of 
such places." 

The first church dedicated to 
the saints was built on the 
same spot in 1483 but was 
levelled on Stalin’s orders in 
1930 as part of his attempts to 
wipe religious symbols from 
the Moscow landscape. 

Mr Yeltsin, whose grand¬ 
sons are name Gleb and Boris, 
emphasised in his address 
that the rebuilding work, lay at 
the heart of his attempts to 
reconcile modern Russia with 
its past. The revival of holy 
shrines is the mark of our 
times," he said. "It is deeply 
symbolic that the consecration 
... is taking place in a year 
which has been proclaimed a 
year of reconciliation and con¬ 
cord in Russia." he added.

ISRAEL yesterday defended 
its use of force on terrorist 
suspects, claiming the prac¬ 
tice was justified For security 
forces having to deal with 
bombings and kidnappings. 

The response came after 
Wednesday's examination of 
lsFad'5 interrogation tech¬ 
niques by the United N'ations 
Committee Against Torture, 
whose members questioned 
whether severe shaking of 
prisoners and subjecting 
them to long periods of loud 
music, cold air and being tied 
up in painful positions 
amounted to torture. 

More than 20 Palestinians 
have died in Israeli prisons 
since 1987. Last November the 
Israeli Supreme Court lifted 
an injunction against the use 
of force in the interrogation of 
Palestinian detainees in cer¬ 
tain cases, including potential 
suicide attacks. Since then, 
critics have accused Israel of 
approving torture during 
investigations. 

Moshe Fogd, a spokesman 
for the right-wing Govern¬ 
ment said last night that 
Israel had foiled 90 planned 


attacks, including ten suicide 
bombings in a two-year per¬ 
iod ending last December. 
“These were the result of 
questioning suspected terror¬ 
ists during that period." Mr 
Fogel said. 

During the UN session in 
Geneva, where Israel is one of 
a number of countries whose 
conduct is reviewed periodi¬ 
cally. Peter Thomas Bums, 
the committee member spec¬ 
ialising in Israel, said that the 
country seemed to think that 
standards of treatment for 
detainees cuuld be modified 
depending on circumstances, 
while the standards of the 
Convention Against Torture 
were absolute.

Taleban to tap 
energy bonanza

AN INTERNATIONA! oil 
and gas consortium is renting 
an office in the impoverished 
mud city of Kandahar, head¬ 
quarters of the Taleban Islam¬ 
ic militia. It confirms the 
driving force behind Afghani¬ 
stan's latest war money. 

The consortium is seeking a 
stake in what may be the 
world’s last land-based off and 
gas bonanza. Afghanistan ex¬ 
cites no interest in internation¬ 
al boardrooms, but the Cen¬ 
tral Asian states to its north 
are a multibillion-pound pros¬ 
pect They contain vast, un¬ 
tapped reserves of oil and gas; 
Afghanistan, cursed as ever by 
its location, is in the way. 

There is a clamour by 
multinational corporations to 
build a l.(XW-mile oil pipeline 
from Turkmenistan in Central 
Asia through Afghanistan and 
Pakistan to the Arabian Sea. 
from where crude could be 
taken by tanker to East Asia. 
There are also plans for a 
natural gas pipeline to supply 
energy from Central Asia to 
Pakistan and, perhaps, India. 

This explains the intense 
competition among foreign 
governments and multina¬ 
tional corporations for region¬ 
al influence in this new “Great 
Game". The gas and oil re¬ 
serves are many times larger 
than those of die North Sea 
and could transform some of 
the poorest economies of Asia.

Delta Oil, of Saudi Arabia, 
has entered into a partnership 
with Unocal, the American oil 
and gas giant to build pipe¬ 
lines at a cost of £2.7 billion. 
The scheme would take three 
years to complete. 

Rival influences, however, 
are determined to scuttle die 
project. Russia fears it would 
lead to foreign economic domi¬ 
nation of a region it regards as 
its backyard. That partly ex¬ 
plains why it provides military 
assistance to General Abdul 
Rashid Dostum, the northern 
Uzbek warlord and Taleban’s 
main armed rrvaL 

Iran, which stands to lose oil 
markets if the pipeline is built, 
also supports General Dos¬ 
tum. The US Administration 
favours the pipeline because of 
its potential impact on the 
Iranian economy. That ex¬ 
plains its earlier public enthu¬ 
siasm for Taleban, muted now 
because of the militia's ex¬ 
tremist Islamic credentials. 

Taleban is impatient with 
Unocal-Delta’s insistence that 
there can be no progress 
without peace. It is threaten¬ 
ing to hand die contract to 
Bndas Corporation of Argen¬ 
tina which was originally 
expected to win the contract 
In reality, however, neither of 
the rival bidders can hope to 
raise funds for the scheme 
until Afghanistan has a nat¬ 
ional, bona fide government— 
essentially, until General 
Dostum is defeated. 

There are many who believe 
that Taleban was created three 
years ago by vested interests to 
establish peace in Afghanistan 
and open access to Central 
Asia's natural resources- It 
seems a far-fetched theory, bur 
clearly the hopes of powerful 
foreign forces are pinned on a 
Taleban victory over the last of 
its enemies.

London cabs for 
bumpy city ride

AFTER decades of faithful 
service on British streets, the 
London taxi is about to under¬ 
go what must rate as the must 
gruelling journey in its long 
and distinguished history- 

Siarting this year, the vener¬ 
able black cab will begin 
service on the pot-holed, ice¬ 
bound and anarchic streets of 
Moscow, where ihe lifespan of 
even the most robust cars 
rarely extends beyond a hand¬ 
ful of years. 

Cooper Metrocab. the Brit¬ 
ish manufacturer which is 
working wife fee Russians to 
open an assembly plant in 
Moscow, has reportedly guar¬ 
anteed each vehicle for 310.000 
miles, described as “phenome¬ 
nal" by a local commentator. 

"We chose fee British cabs 
after careful consideration 
because we decided that they 
were fee most sturdy, comfort¬ 
able and safe for passengers 
and drivers." said Yuri 
Ostrovsky, an official from the 
Moscow Government's trans¬ 
port department. 

The introduction of a reli¬ 
able cab service is part of an 
attempt by the authorities to 
regulate fee chaos on Mos¬ 
cow's streets, where most 
people still use widely avail¬ 
able pirate taxis instead of the 
often rundown official cabs. 

The problem of street crime 
in Moscow was an important 
consideration in choosing the 
British cars. It is hoped feat 
the estimated 2.000 distinctive 
London cabs destined for fee 
Russian capital will be too 
conspicuous to steal. 

Also, as Ivan Deremychev, 
who runs a local taxi firm. 


pointed our. Russian-made 
Volga s and Moskviches offer 
no protection to drivers, who 
are subject to frequent 
muggings in Moscow. “The 
partition in the British model 
would be a big advantage for 
uur drivers.” he said. 

Moscow boasts some of the 
most inhospitable streets in 

fee world. They are covered in 
snow and ice for half the year. 
Grit used on fee roads during 
the winter months can corrode 
even the mosT sturdy vehicle in 
a couple of years. After the 
ihaw fee capital's streets are 
hot, dusty and cracked. Pot¬ 
holes are so common that one 
newspaper ran a competition 
to locate the dry’s largest 
crater. 

Certainly. Andrei, a Mos¬ 
cow cabbie for more than 20 
years, said that if the London 
cab was as good as it sounded 
he would be tempted to trade 
in his unwieldy Volga for the 
chance to sit behind the wheel 
of a British car. “The only 
British car! have ever heard of 
is fee Rolls-Royce. If your cabs 
are anything like feat, put me 
down for one," he said.

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F rom his grand office 
in the Bolshoi The¬ 
atre, Vladimir Vasil- 
iev can see and feel 
the changes under way in the 
heart of Russia’s greatest cul¬ 
tural treasure. Entombed in 
scaffolding and crawling with 
workmen, the imposing neo¬ 
classical building is being 
repaired and renovated to give 
the 200-year-old institution a 
new lease of life into the next 
millennium. 

But as the former acclaimed 
dancer and now artistic direc¬ 
tor nervously pushes back his 
shock of blond hair, it .is not 
the exterior of the Bolshoi that 
troubles him. .Damaged walls 
can be repaired, but haw can 
the demoralised, overstaffed 
and cash-strapped Bolshoi be 
re-established as one of the 
world’s great centres of per¬ 
forming arts? 

Two years ago when he was 
appointed to his job, replacing 
a Soviet-era director whose 
leadership style was most 
often compared with Stalin’s. 
Vasfliev introduced a sense of 
hope that the Bolshoi would 
one day regain its reputation 
as the world's greatest ballet 
•He promised to bring in star 
conductors and dancers. He 
vowed to thin out the staff of 
more than 2.000 and pledged 
to inject a new spirit of pride 
and optimism after years in 
the artistic doldrums. The _ 
promises, which followed the * 
first strike in the Bolshoi's 
history by disgruntled danc¬ 
ers, may have sounded per¬ 
suasive but Vasfliev concedes 
he still has a Jong way to go. 

“Ai the Bolshoi, it is always 
the case that the problems are 
bolshoi (big) as well," says 
Vasfliev who, despite his dou¬ 
ble-breasted suit and manage¬ 
rial job, still moves with the 
grace of a dancer. “I some¬ 
times think we need a few 
more of the dictatorial meth¬ 
ods to run this place." 

One of his first moves was to 
stage his own version of 
Tchaikovsky’s classic 5wn 


Lake, which involved several 
dramatic revisions, including 
eliminating a central charac¬ 
ter. The production was 
panned by critics and bailer 
lovers. A critic for the weekly 
Vek wrote: “What remains is a

It follows the 
tragic, and at times comic, 
escapades of the company cm a 
tour of Las Vegas last year. 

Predictably, the visit was a 
flop and American investors 
lost more than El million as 
the dancers performed io emp¬ 
ty seats. Ai one point an 
American promoter suggests, 
half in jest, that the only way 
to .attract audiences is to 
perform naked. 

The film is most striking 
when it contrasts today’s pa¬ 
thetic performance with the 
Bolshoi's landmark tour of 
1959. when fans slept on the 
streets to get tickets. In one 
poignant moment, Raisa 


Struchkova, a ballerina who 
took parr in both tours, recalls 
how audiences in New York 
threw so many bouquets that 
she “walked on flowers all the 
way to our hotel". 

Vasfliev ponders these criti¬ 
cisms with a heavy heart. “I 
was crushed by the reviews of 
Swan Lake, but I am con¬ 
vinced that in time.'l will be 
vindicated,” he says, adding 
that he is working on a new 
version of the classic Giselle. 
“As for the tour of America, it 
was badly organised and 1 did 
not have proper control. That 
will not happen again." 

He vows that with time and 
effort the Bolshoi will once 
again astound audiences 
around the world. 

“What I am concentrating 
on now is building up foe key 
elements of a great company, 
foe orchestra, the ballet foe 
opera and so on," he says. "It 
sounds Utopian, but it can be 
done and 1 have set myself a 
target of foe beginning of foe 
miUennium." 

His confidence is greeted 
with suspicion by his staff. 
Gediminas Taranda. an ac¬ 
claimed dancer at foe Bolshoi, 
says that performers are still 
not clear whether Vasfliev has 
what is needed to restore lost 
greatness. "The morale is bet¬ 
ter. The organisation is better. 
But the repertoire is unin¬ 
spired," he says. “Although we 
were promised worlo-class 
performers from the West, not 
one has come in two years. 
There is a sense that Vasfliev is 
not doing enough to promote 
the talented dancers and cre¬ 
ate his own stars." 

But Vasiliev remains philo¬ 
sophical and saj^ that the 
Bolshoi is simply a reflection 
of Russia today. Just as Presi¬ 
dent Yeltsin is criticised as he 
attempts to reform the country 
in the face of corruption.

T he Tory party badly 
needs cheering up. An 
unedifytng beauty con¬ 
test of redundant Cabinet min¬ 
isters, in which all the 
candidates feel bound to en¬ 
gage in competitive boasting. 
\s unlikely to do the trick. Time 
was when modesty and reti¬ 
cence were taken for granted, 
and even unintentional show¬ 
manship was ruthlessly pun¬ 
ished. Consider Quinrin Hogg 
(now Lord Hailsham). who re¬ 
nounced his peerage in 1963 to 
run for the leadership, only to 
min his chances with a public 
appearance feeding his baby. 
Innocent, even endearing as it 
seems today, this was then 
seen as showing off.

by-election is held in rime. But 
there is room for a thinker- 
cum-orator. if not a messiah — 
a Maeleod. if not a Thatcher — 
from the other ranks. 

For that the Tories musT 
look to their new blood. Those 
who entered the Commons in 
1992. and particularly those 
elected only last week, are 
likely to be better able ro adapr 
m opposition than those who 
have spent much of the past 18 
years in government and 
share the blame for defeat 

Above all, the party needs 
another F.E. Smith. In die af¬ 
termath of a comparable cata¬ 
strophe in 1906. when even the 
Prime Minister. AJ. Balfour, 
lost his seaL Smith’s maiden 
speech put fire back into Tory 
bellies. That is the signal that 
not only MPs but disillusioned 
Tory and ex-Tory' voters are 
waiting for new statesmen to 
capture their imagination, re¬ 
store their confidence and 
mount a cogent philosophical 
response to new Labour’s vic¬ 
tory. Now that Tony Blair has 
appropriated the Thatcherite 
legacy, the Tory* party has to 
ask itself what it is for. and 
begin the slow reconquest of 
the cities. Scotland and Wales, 
the North, the West and the 
Midlands. It must also avoid 
the Jacobite temptation. 

There is no shortage of tal¬ 
ent or political experience 
among the new intake. Some 
of those who have just re¬ 
turned to Westminster have al¬ 
ready held office with distinc¬ 
tion: Francis Maude, John 
Maples, Christopher Chope, 
Michael Fallon. Others have 
achieved much outside poli¬ 
tics. such as Archie Norman, 
that remarkable businessmen, 
and Shaun Woodward, the 
former producer of News nigh l 
and Panorama — a potential 
Tory Mandelson. Then there 
are the inevitable advisers, all 
of them ambitious and some of 
them brilliant: David Ruffley. 
.Andrew Tyrie. Julian Lewis. 


Andrew Lansley, Tim Collins. 
John Bercow. Crispin Blunt 
Most are on the centre-right. 

Perhaps none of these more 
or less gifted chaps (and the 
party should be worried by the 
lack of women) is quite cut out 
to lead the Tory revival If one 
includes the 1992 crop, though. 
I recognise three Conserva¬ 
tives with real star quality; 
David Willetts. Iain Duncan 
Smith and Oliver Letwin. 

Of the three, only Willetts 
has so far held ministerial of¬ 
fice. though that ended pain¬ 
fully. The bad taste left by the 
notorious note which led to his 
resignation less than six 
months ago may be too fresh 
for him to rake the Commons 
by storm yet. bur he remains 
one of the best parliamentary 
speakers on the Tory benches, 
and one of die party’s most 
fluent writers. Humbled and 
hardened by adversity, he 
should shine in opposition. He 
has yet to lose his egghead 
image, but Labour has a heal¬ 
thy respect for him. He has 
vanquished Mandelson, for¬ 
merly his opposite 
number, at the dis¬ 
patch box.

What impresses many who 
meet him is the natural auth¬ 
ority of a former army officer 
— a rarity in today’s Tory 
party. Duncan Smith inheri¬ 
ted Norman Tebbit’s seat at 
Chingford. and has something 
of his taste for telling the party 
home truths. Lord Tebbir him¬ 
self sees Duncan Smith as his 
“godson". and Baroness 
Thatcher admires his swash¬ 
buckling style. 

The new boy is Oliver Let- 
win. It took him ten years to 
enter the Commons: from 
Stoke Newington via Hamp¬ 
stead to West Dorset. The son 
of eminent American dons, 
Letwin is a unique fusion of 
.Cambridge and Chicago. He 
left a glittering academic 
career to rescue Sir Keith 
Joseph when he was maroon¬ 
ed at the Education Depart¬ 
ment. At the No 10 Policy Unit 
he was one of Margaret 
Thatcher's best boffins. When 
John Redwood became an 
MP. Letwin succeeded him at 
N.M. Rothschild’s privatisa¬ 
tion unit: he has run it 
successfully for ten years. The 
party needs a philosopher to 
make the case against a Gov¬ 
ernment that has stolen most 
of its ideas: it could be Letwin. 

Willetts, Letwin and Dun¬ 
can Smith are mature, solid 
family men in their early 
forties, with backgrounds in, 
respectively, the Civil Service, 
the City and the Services. 
Whoever wins the leadership, 
this triumvirate deserves a 
place in any future Shadow 
Cabinet. Willetts has declared 
for Lilley. Duncan Smith for 
Redwood: Letwin could vote 
for either. All three see Europe 
as the great issue of the day, 
and oppose the single cur¬ 
rency on principle. New Lab¬ 
our may have hijacked the 
Zeitgeist, but these three mus¬ 
keteers are still the cutting 
edge of Conservatism. 


T he little girl who asked 
“How can 1 know what I 
think until I hear what 1 
say?" spoke truer than she 
knew. As an adolescent. I used to su¬ 
ppose that one must consult one's be¬ 
liefs, then put them into action. With 
age has come the realisation that we 
must act, examine our actions, then 
work out what we believe. 

Applying this rule to the near- 
unanimous reception given to the 
Chancellor’s decision to cede interest 
rate policy to the Bank of England, it 
becomes apparent that, as we near the 
end of the 20th centuty. the British pol¬ 
itical Establishment’s confidence in 
democracy is on the wane. We have, 
after all. little more than 60 years' ex¬ 
perience of government by fall univer¬ 
sal adult suffrage. Abroad, the system 
has found favour in only a minority of 
countries and in many it does not 
seem to be working. At home it is too 
early to offer more rhan a preliminary 
judgment on the experiment. The 
preliminary judgment is sceptical. 

1 thought Norman Lamont put it 
best. As a former Chancellor, he con¬ 
gratulated Gordon Brown on Tues¬ 
day’s decision. “Interest rates", he 
said, “should not be in the hands of 
politicians, who are subject to all' 
kinds of pressures." 

Hear, hear to that! Bui how very 
illuminating. So politicians are “sub- 
jea to all kinds of pressures", are 
they? Indeed they are. Politicians are 
subject to one particular “pressure" a 
tiresome distraction, relentless, and 
unremitting: the pressure to win 
elections. 

Mr Lamont is not the first politi¬ 
cian to nonce how degrading the 
influence of popular opinion can be. 
Plutarch reports that in 150 BC the 
Athenian general and statesman 
Phodcm. on being clapped and 
cheered by his audience, turned to his 
friend Diogenes Laertius and re¬ 
marked “have I inadvertently said 
something foolish?" Juvenal ob¬ 
served: “The people long eagerly for 
just two things: bread and circuses." 
Jonathan Swift thought that "the 
bulk of mankind is as well qualified 
for flying as for thinking". Samuel 
Butler agreed. "The public buys its 
opinions as it buys its meat, or takes 
in its milk: on the principle lhat it 
is cheaper to do this than to keep a 
cow." Asked what might impress the 
common people of France. Talley¬ 
rand replied, "Well, you might try 
getting crucified and rising again on 
the third day." Said George Burns: 
“Too bad that all the people who 
know how to run the countrv are

damage. Within a year or so of a 
general election, a Chancellor is 
under pressure to keep down interest 
rates (and thus mortgage rates), even 
if this risks building up inflationary 
pressure, the effects of which will not 
be felt until after the election. In other 
words, it is said, a Chancellor 
currying favour with the electorate 
may opt for short-term gain but long¬ 
term pain. 

This is true, but only up to a point. 
The ill-effects of a cowardly interest- 
rate policy are not only predictable 
and predicted, but quite swift in com¬ 
ing.

"unpopular" Chancellor may win 
popular credit faster than cynics 
suppose.

Hot the course of the Central 
Wales railway line, a subsidy-guzzler 
serving five marginal seats, and 
despair! All the popular pressure on a

The Government insists, however, that it

Prompt actiem is made easier because the 
legislative task has been simplified by Tory 
open government reforms of Whitehall.

ing sterling into EMU. 

Before, Eurosceptics panic, however, they 
should consider the oppositeinterpretation. 
Perhaps all fois melodious European mood 
music is being played in order to soften the 
irritation of Britain’s European partners if 
foe country, derides to stay out of EMU. 
Maybe foe Bank has been made indepen¬ 
dent both as a sign of good will, to show that 
the option is being taken seriously, and as an 
added discipline for sterling should the 
single airrency go ahead without Britain.

Sir. Anatoie Kafetsky ("A steel cage for 
the Iron Chancellor". May 7) draws a 
quite inappropriate analogy between 
Gordon Brown’s "sudden” announce¬ 
ment of operational independence for 
the Bank of England on the one hand, 
and John Major's "equally unexpect¬ 
ed and 'irreversible' decision to join 
foe exchange-rate mechanism" on the 
other. 

First, there was nothing wrong with 
joining foe ERM as such. What was 
wrong, briefly, is that we did so too 
late, and therefore at an unsustain¬ 
able high rate, and then, right up to 
foe eve of Black Wednesday, stub¬ 
bornly opposed a general ERM re¬ 
alignment. repeatedly offered in the 
wake of German reunification, under 
which sterling’s overvaluation could 
have been corrected quite painlessly. 

Indeed, far from* continuing to 
blame what went wrong cm the ERM 
(which is. of course, still going as 
strong as ever, if nor stronger, without 
us) rather than on ourselves, we 
should now. given the ERM's wid¬ 
ened fluctuation bands and, above all 
our own reformed monetary regime 
(and already improved economic per¬ 
formance), consider rejoining foe 
ERM sooner rather than later. 

Second, and most important, what 
Kaletsky censures as now being foe 
Bank’s — like foe German Bundes¬ 
bank’s — “virtually exclusive preoccu¬ 
pation with prices" is. in fact, a posi¬ 
tive virtue.

My father, who was the last Gov¬ 
ernor of foe publicly quoted Bank of 
England and the first Governor of the 
nationalised Bank, made every effort, 
in the framing of the Act of Parlia¬ 
ment. to ensure that the new- Bank 
had as much independence from the 
Treasury as passible. To this end his 
insistence that the appointment of foe 
governor should be for a fixed term 
has had the result over the past half 
century, that governors have not been 
changed when a new administration 


has been voted into power by foe 
people. 

He was also concerned that friction 
between the City and Whitehall 
should be kept to a minimum. .After 
all he had himself been sitting, with 
Maynard Keynes, as one of the two 
advisers to foe wartime Chancellors of 
the Exchequer. Unfortunaiely foe pro¬ 
posal that control of bank rate would 
continue to be exercised by the Bank 
of England in consultation with foe 
Treasury gradually faded away; fois 
was publicly acknowledged by Denis 
Healey in a Budget speech announc¬ 
ing a change in base rate. 

Much of fois country’s problems 
with inflation over the postwar period, 
which hurt the poor and foe pension¬ 
ers most, stem from foe lack of confi¬ 
dence not only by us but by foe world 
at large in foe ability of any British 
government to control it. The recent 
Government under Mr Major had al¬ 
ready made good progress but foe 
new Labour Government’s action an¬ 
nounced yesterday will reinforce this. 

I am sure that my father would 
haw welcomed the proposal that foe 
right place for the control of interest 
rates is in an independent central 
bank.

Major’s admiration for Rab Butler

Sir, Recrimination is an inevitable 
aftermath of electoral defeat As Ar¬ 
thur Balfour ruefully observed: "It is 
not a principle of foe Conservative 
Party to stab its leaders in foe back, 
but I must confess that it often ap¬ 
pears to be a practice." However, for 
Tim Hames (“How the campaign was 
lost". May 2) to criticise John Major 
for his admiration of foe pragmatism 
of Rab Butler, on the grounds that “if 
Butler's advice had been accepted in 
1940, Britain would have ceded Eur¬ 
ope to Nazi Germany", is not sustain¬ 
able as a serious historical comment. 

Rab Butler's discussion, when Un¬ 
der Secretary ai the Foreign Office, of 
possible peace terms during an infor¬ 
mal meeting with the Swedish Am¬ 
bassador. Bjorn Prytz. in St James's 
Park on June 17.1940. can hardly be 
deemed “advice". 

Foreign polity would be determined 
by foe Secretary of State. Lord Hali¬ 
fax. as Prytz*s telegram to his Govern¬ 
ment that night acknowledged. Al¬ 
though Butler later conceded that 
even discussing the possibility of ne¬ 
gotiations might be interpreted as de¬ 
featism, especially on the day of the 
fell of France, foe episode was really 
an example, as the late Lord Colyton 
stressed, of Butler's deliberate use of 


“revealing and injudicious comments 
in order* to extract responses from his 
listeners". 

John Major's admiration for Rab 
Butler on both foe personal and politi¬ 
cal level is well founded. The dignified 
manner of his own departure from 
Downing Street publicly acknow¬ 
ledged by foe incoming Prime Minis¬ 
ter. is a direct parallel with the way in 
winch Butler responded to his great 
disappointment in October 1963: and 
his determination that foe Conserva¬ 
tive Party should seek to rebuild at foe 
earliest opportunity mirrors Rab But¬ 
ler’s belief that foe 1945 landslide de¬ 
feat should be for the Conservatives "a 
healthy opportunity and compelling 
motive for bringing both their policies 
and characteristic modes of expres¬ 
sion up to date". 

As Butler’s restructuring of Conser¬ 
vative philosophy in foe years of op¬ 
position paved tlie way for an early re¬ 
turn to office in 1951, present-day post 
mortems should not begin by vi¬ 
carious obloquy aimed at the princi¬ 
pal architect of postwar Conservative 
revival.

However, it seems un¬ 
likely that a dead rat could do this. 

Microbes are better chemists. They 
can reduce organophosphates to 
phosphorous hydride (phosphine) 
which, in an impure form, is spontan¬ 
eously inflammable. It is not neces¬ 
sary for a rodenricide to be present 
dead rats contain sufficient organo- 
phosphare for foe reaction to occur 
without such additives.

Changing archaeology 

From Dr Martin Welch 

Sir. Professor Geoffrey Wainwright. 
foe Chief Archaeologist at English 
Heritage, seems to imply in his letter 
(April 29; see also letters, April 23 and 
May 5) that quantity of excavation is 
more important than its quality. 
Many academic archaeologists are, 
however, unconvinced that the pleth¬ 
ora of low-grade evaluation excava¬ 
tion does provide the “rich research 
potential" he claims. 

Professor Wainwright extols foe 
merits of "protection “ rafoer titan 
excavation, but foe fact that English 
Heritage is funding research into 
foe long-term effects of protection 
schemes highlights how linle is really 
known about them. They are in effect 
canying out an experiment on much 
of our archaeological heritage which 
may or may not prove successful. 

At a public inquiry into such a 
scheme for a very important Anglo- 
Saxon cemetery sire in Croydon. Eng¬ 
lish Heritage persisted in pushing its 
“protection" scheme, involving reseal¬ 
ing the site under a car park, even 
though expert opinion was clear dial 
human remains and grave goods 
were likely to deteriorate as a result. 

Virtually every expert in the field of 
early Anglo-Saxon archaeology, in¬ 
cluding a representative of the British 
Museum, agreed that there was a 
good research case for the fullest pos¬ 
sible excavation of this site. The de¬ 
veloper’s costs would not have exceed¬ 
ed what was required for partial exca¬ 
vation under the English Heritage 
scheme. Croydon's elected councillors 
saw the merits of the research case, 
but English Heritage did not. 

Archaeology in England is indeed 
“in foe doldrums" and both academic 
and contract archaeologists are in¬ 
creasingly frustrated by the dead 
hand of this quango.

His can- 
temporaries on the staff, where his 
quick, clear mind was a great asset, 
could return his anger with interest, 
but subordinates often found him 
difficult unless they, too, had a combat¬ 
ive streak in them. 

His War Office career started in 1951 
with the key staff appointment of 
GSQ2 Staff Duties, in which he was 
responsible for foe day-to-day deploy¬ 
ment of the Army world wide. He next 
attended foe Joint Services Staff Coll¬ 
ege before returning to the War Office 
in another key appointment as a 


lieutenant-colonel on the Q Operations 
Staff at the time of Suez. His last 
service with troops came in 1959 when 
he commanded the 6th Field Regiment 
for two years in the British Army of foe 
Rhine and finally foe 3rd Infantry 
Brigade in Cyprus. 

His high level staff appointments 
started in 1962 when he was appointed 
Director of Defence Plans to Mount- 
batten, with whom he established a 
dose rapport during the amalgam¬ 
ation of foe three Service departments 
in the present Ministry of Defence 
building and foe establishment of the 
Defence Staff. A year at the Imperial 
Defence College in 1965 saw him 
appointed Secretary of the Chiefs of 
Staff Committee and Director of foe 
. Defence Operations Staff. 

He was a lough, demanding and 
hard-working Secretary to foe Chiefs of 
Staff during the turbulent years of 
Denis Healeys Defence Reviews and 
the withdrawal from East of Suez, with 
the Borneo and Aden campaigns in full 
swing at foe time as well. He was no 
respecter of persons, and it surprised 
many’ people that he survived one 
particularly difficult encounter with 
The First Sea Lord. His ability saw him 
through to become the Army’s Director 
of Staff Duties where his ruthlessness 
was an asset. 

His final posts in his distinguished 
staff career were as Vice-Chief of 
Defence Staff in 1969. and then as 
Master-General of Ordnance on foe 
Army Board in 1974. His aptitude for 
high level negotiation and his ability to 
understand and work with senior civil 
servants enabled him to handle the 
technological complexities of his de¬ 
partment with sureness of touch, 
despite his lack of "weapons” and 
industrial background. He never 
mellowed while in foe Service, driving 
the weapons staffs of the Ministry of 
Defence and foe contractors in British 
industry with his merciless energy and 
cutting repartee until he retired in 1977. 

Gibbon's greatest strength was his 
ability to get things done. After his 
retirement he became a pillar of 
strength in his regiment, advising and 
helping successive Directors of Artil¬ 
lery. He mellowed at last, and became 
a much respected and loved member of 
foe Royal Regiment of Artillery's 
pantheon of elders. 

In 1951 he married Brigid (Bid) 
Rosamund. She survives him with 
their son who followed his father and 
grandfather into foe Gunners.

he qualified as a teacher. By 
1935. he was elected to foe 
Gaffe municipal council, and 
four, years later became foe 
Mayor of Gaffe. He was 
popular with foe ordinary 


man and reduced taxes on 
bicydes and rickshaws to one 
rupee per year, which won 
him many votes. 

In 1947, he stood against one 
of the richest men in Sri 
Lanka. H. W. Araarasuriya. 
for the parliamentary seat in 
Gaffe. He told Ms supporters 
that he was banging against a 
money tree, and that it was left 
to them to pick up the money 
which would fell from it, as he 
would not be spending any 
money on foe elections. 

He won with a handsome 
majority, and soon afterwards 
joined the Trotskyist L5SP. 
But in 1952, he accorded a 
reception in Gaffe to the new 
Prime Minister. Dudley 
Senanayake, and was prompt¬ 
ly sacked by foe Trotskyites 
for breaking foe party line. He 
then formed foe Bhasa 
Peramuna (Language Front). 
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which was one of foe constitu¬ 
ent parties of the Mahajana 
Eksath Peramuna (Propie’s 
United Front), which won foe 
general election in 1956. 

He was made Minister of 
Education by foe new Prime 
Minister. Solomon Dias 
Bandaranatke, and earned the 
nickname "Bun Uncle" for 
giving a free bun and a glass 
of milk to ail school children 
as a mid-day meal. He will 
also be remembered for elevat¬ 
ing two Buddhist educational 
institutions to foe rank of 
university. 

He holds foe record for foe 
longest speech ever made in a 
Sri Lankan legislature, having 
spoken for 13b hours during 
the Budget debate. He had 
many disagreements with 
Bandaranaike, and once said 
in Parliament “1 do not love 
thee. Banda dear, the reason 
why is very dean I do nor love 
thee, Banda dear, because you 
change from year to year." 

It was during his time in 
office as Education Minister 
that English was replaced as 
the medium of instruction by 
Sinhala and Tamil, which led 
to lack of communication be¬ 
tween the two main communi¬ 
ties in Sri Lanka. It is one of 
the causes which led to the 
current war in the north and 
east of Sri Lanka which has 
claimed more than 50,000 
lives during the past 13 years. 

He was always seen as foe 
representative of the ordinary 
pojple, and used every oppor¬ 
tunity to live up to foat 
reputation. During Mrs 
Sirimavo Bandaranaike’s 
term as Prime Minister in-foe 
mid-1970s Mien there was a 
shortage of textiles. Daha- 
nayake created a sensation by 
seeking his own unique meth¬ 
od of protest he walked into 
Parliament wearing only a 
loin doth. He retired from 
politics in 1989. 


SIR MICHAEL SHERSBY 


Sir Michael Shersby. 
Conservative MP for 
L'xbridge since 1972, died 
yesterday from an 
apparent heart attack 
aged 64. He was born on 
February 17.1933. 

SIR MICHAEL SHERSBY 
was a Tory knight of the 
suburbs. He was bom in his 
Uxbridge constituency, edu¬ 
cated near by and began his 
political career as chairman of 
Uxbridge Young Conserva¬ 
tives. Although his backbench 
activities were wide-ranging, 
he was careful never to neglect 
his base and he opposed 
rigorously a fifth runway for 
Heathrow Airport and pro- 
tested frequently about foe 
burden of illegal immigrants 
haring to be carried by Hil¬ 
lingdon Council, which em¬ 
braces Uxbridge. He was also 
a defender of the Green Belt. 

His work as a constituency 
Member was one reason why 
he survived foe general elec- 
non massacre "which de¬ 
stroyed foe majorities of many 
of his seniors. He seemed safe 
enough at foe beginning of foe 
campaign, defending a major¬ 
ity of more than 12,000. with 
an owner-occupier rate ap¬ 
proaching 70 per cent, thanks 
to a large extent lo council 
house sales. But there were 
anxious moments at the count 
before he struggled back with 
a majority cut to 724. 

His first contest at Uxbridge 
had also been dose, in foe 
winter of 1972. with the Heath 
Government unpopular, foe 
bookmakers made Labour 
favourites io win foe by- 
election caused by foe death of 
journalist and broadcaster 
Charles Curran. But Shersby 
fought a tremendous cam¬ 
paign and edged home by 
LOTS. Although demographic 
changes helped to build up his 
majority, at one point to more 
than 15 , 000 , he never forgot 
that he had first fought Ux¬ 
bridge as a marginal and 
worked the constituency ac¬ 
cordingly — for which his 
party had reason to be grateful 
in the early hours of May 2. 

He was one of the most 
distinctive figures in 
successive Parliaments. He 
was tall, handsome with fair 
hair which gradually turned 
grey, dedicated to his chosen 
profession and unfailingly po¬ 
lite in an arena where courtesy 
is sometimes in short supply. 
He served diligently on many 
committees, where he was 
regarded as exceptionally fair- 
minded for a man so devoted 
to his party. 

Julian Michael Shersby was 





bom in (ckenham, Middlesex, 
the son of a Port of London 
executive officer. He was edu¬ 
cated at John Lyon School. 
Harrow-on-foe-Hill. 

He started his working life 
as an employee of Central 
Office before becoming secre¬ 
tary in various trade and 
professional organisations. 
He was elected to Paddington 
Borough Council while still in 
his twenties and later became 
a member of Westminster City 
Council. 

In the House, he promoted 
various Bills dealing with 
subjects ranging from gaming 
through parks regulations to 
Town and Country amenities. 
He was also a consistent 
defender of foe rights of foe 
Falkland Islanders. 

In fact he was a FalkJands 
supporter before Margaret 
Thatcher. A visit to the islands 
in 1981 resulted in his warning 
foat foe withdrawal of HMS 
Endurance from the South 
Atlantic would give foe wrong 
impression to Argentina — 
which it did. In 1983. after foe 
successful recovery of foe is¬ 
lands. he promoted foe British 
Nationality (Falkland Islands) 
Act 

Another abiding interest 
was the sugar industry. He 
had been director-general of 
the Sugar Bureau before en¬ 
tering the House and as an 
MP he became its parliamen¬ 
tary adviser. 

Since I9S9 he had also been 


parliamentary adviser to the 
Police Federation of England 
and Wales — a job previously 
held by Sir Eldon Griffiths — 
and was a dedicated although 
always fair-minded defender 
of police interests. He acted as 
teller for the ayes in two votes 
calling for the reintroduction 
of capital punishment in 1994 
and also regularly voted 
against any lowering of the 
homosexual age of consent. 

Shersby never held ministe¬ 
rial office. The nearest he got 
to foe promotion ladder was in 
his early days in the House, 
serving as parliamentary pri¬ 
vate secretary to Michael 
Heseltine when he was Minis¬ 
ter for Aerospace during foe 
Heath Government. His fail¬ 
ure to join the Thatcher camp 
in foe leadership battle of 1975 
continued to be regarded as a 
black mark throughout her 
successive governments. 

He never struggled for of¬ 
fice, however, but served 
unostentatiously on bodies 
such as the Chairmen's Panel 
and the Public Accounts Com¬ 
mittee. He was chairman of 
the Police Parliamentary 
Group, of the all-party British 
FalkJands Islands Group and 
an executive member of the 
UK Commonwealth Group. 
He was knighted in 1995. 

Michael Shersby married in 
1958 Barbara Barrow, who 
had her awn career as a 
pharmacist. She survives him 
with their son and daughter. 


SIR ALAN RICHMOND 


Sir Alan Richmond, 
mechanical engineer and 
teacher, died on April II 
aged 77. He was born on 
October 12,1919. 

A COMMITTED teacher of 
engineering, Alan Richmond 
was to enjoy a number of 
influential posts at higher 
education establishments 
throughout Britain. He was 
attentive as much to the wel¬ 
fare of his students as to the 
development of the institu¬ 
tions which he headed. 

As director of Lanchester 
College of Technology (now 
Coventry University) he over¬ 
saw the building and develop¬ 
ment of the college and was 
particularly proud of foe fine 
library he built up there. He 
recognised the importance to 
students of good library facili¬ 
ties and later, as Principal of 
Strode College in Somerset, 
again developed an extensive 
library. 

He was knighted in 1969 for 
his services to education, 
which also included voluntary 
service on various boards and 
committees of foe Council of 
National Academic Awards 
and membership of the Fire 
Service committee which led 

to the Holroyd report. He was 
a member of the steering 
committee of the Open Univ¬ 
ersity. an appointment he 
particularly enjoyed. He was 
also the author of two books of 



problems in thermodynamics 
for engineering students. 

Alan James Richmond was 
bom in Katowice, Poland, and 
after an education in Berlin 
and in Switzerland, joined foe 
engineering industry in Brit¬ 
ain as an apprentice. He 
obtained all his degrees and 
engineering qualifications as a 
part-time student while carry¬ 
ing out a full-lime job. He was 
always to retain a great sym¬ 
pathy for those following a 
similar path. 

He studied engineering dur¬ 
ing foe evenings and week¬ 
ends as an external student of 
London University and was 
eventually awarded his degree 
In 1945 — despite foe fact that 
during one examination a 
bomb blew foe glass out of the 


hall windows and scattered it 
over his drawings. 

He became a chartered me¬ 
chanical engineer in 1947 and 
was awarded a PhD in 
Strength of Materials in 1954 
by London University. By this 
time he was a lecturer in 
mechanical engineering at 
Battersea Polytechnic (now 
Surrey University). Again, 
with few research funds avail¬ 
able in foe postwar climate, 
this work was carried out on a 
part-time basis. 

In 1953 he became head of 
the engineering department at 
foe Welsh College of Ad¬ 
vanced Technology, Cardiff, 
from where he moved on, in 
1958, to become Principal of 
Coventry Technical College. A 
year later he moved again to 
take up the post of director of 
live Lanchester College of 
Technology. 

In 1962, at the age of 52. he 
became Principal of Strode 
College in Street, Somerset — 
a challenge which he met with 
enthusiasm. 

On his retirement from full¬ 
time teaching, he began a 
third career as a commercial 
arbitrator, passing foe exami¬ 
nations of the Chartered Insti¬ 
tute of Arbitrators in 1983. He 
also worked as a consultant 
for engineering problems in 
fields such as heating. 

He leaves a widow, Sally, 
whom he married in 1951, and 
a stepdaughter and a stepson.

BCCI fraud reaps Gokal 
record 14 years in jail

THE Pakistani stopping ty¬ 
coon who crippled the Bank of 
Credit and Commerce Inter¬ 
national (BCCI) was yesterday 
sent to prison for 14 years, in 
the steepest sentence of its 
kind to be meted out by a 
British court.

He passes 
into history as Britain’s, big¬ 
gest fraudster, his case one of.

By concentrating on the theo¬ 
retical objections to fee prind-. 
pie of central; bank independ¬ 
ence, I glossed dyer fee 3 more 
important practical'' issues 
which could unleash the finan¬ 
cial nfimeris.discussed in this 
. column last week. Specifically, 

I misunderstood fee effect tins 
decision could have on the 
pound. 

Specifically , central bank in¬ 
dependence is more likely to . 
drive the currency, up than 
down. By doing this, it could 
disrupt completely economic 
plans of the new Government 
— not least by breaking up fee 
strange consensus which has 
formed in the business conn 
m unity in favour of higher tax. 
And once the economy, has 
suffered beyond - repair from ■ 
the damage done by ah over¬ 
valued pound and an overly 
tight monetary policy, the ster¬ 
ling bubble will, of course, 
burst proving yet again the 
iron law of left-wing politics in 
Britain: all Labour govern¬ 
ments are brought dawn by 
■financial crises the seeds of 
which they sow during their 
first days of power. 

Let us start from the premise 
discussed on this page last 
week: that Britain’s biggest 
economic problem today is the • 
malignant hardness of. the 
pound. The high exchange rate 
is slowly but surely driving art 
of business the few manufac¬ 
turers and exporters that es¬ 



caped from the two dreadful 
currency squeezes of 1979-81 
and 1990-92. The key question 
now is whether Bankindepen- _ 
dence will make it easier or 
harder- to manage the transk 
tiori to a .competitive exchange 
rate in a non-inflation ary and 
non-disruptive way. The con¬ 
ventional wisdom screams: 
“Of course it will — fee 
independent Bank will boost, 
international confidence in 
Britain-and guarantee low 
inflation." 

, What nobody stops to ask is 
whether a bpost to internation¬ 
al confidence is what Britain 
' now- needs. It certainly seems 
a strange prescription- for a 
country whose gravest eco¬ 
nomic problem is an inflow of 
hot money from Japanese 
bond investors told US curren¬ 
cy speculators seeking- high 
yields. There* are times when 
financial credlbilily can do 
more harm than good; A 
country whose currency is 
being driven up in a specula¬ 
tive boom-bust cycle needs 
rather less confidence, not 
more. If that sounds ridicu¬ 
lous, remember what happen¬ 
ed to Japan in 1995,'Germany 
since 1992 and America in fee 


mid-1980s. Qr closer to home, 
reflect on the wreckage left 
behind fay fee orgy of over- 
enthusaism for British assets 
during fee 1979-81 Thatcher 
recession and again in fee 
19S7-8S Lawson boom. 

The Labour Government, to 
its credit understands fee 
potential problem. It wants fee 
pound to weaken and is even 
prepared to say so more or less 
openly, as evidenced by the 
brilliantly timed leak which 
knocked sterling down 3 per 
dent m less than an hour on 
Wednesday night Whatever 
may be said about Mr Brawn 
and his lieutenants they are 
not stupid. The question re¬ 
mains whether they can get 
the. markets to do what they 
want and push sterling back to 
a more competitive level by 
dever manipulation alone. Ex¬ 
perience suggests they will 
raiL Many other clever gov¬ 
ernments have tried to influ¬ 
ence exchange rates by words 
alone. Few have succeeded 
until they have backed their 
words with significant 
changes in economic policy. 

The chances are, therefore, 
that Mr Brown will not re¬ 
verse fee upward trend in fee 


pound simply by saying feat 
he wants fee pound to fall. 
There will have to be a 
significant policy change. 
Again. Mr Brown's people 
have foreseen fee problem — 
or think they have. They view 
central bank independence as 
only one step in a two-stage 
strategy for rebalancing fee 
economy. The second step will 
be a tough Budget which will 
raise taxes, reduce the public 
sector borrowing requirement, 
dampen consumer demand 
and inflation and thereby re¬ 
lieve the upward pressure on 
interest rates. 


L ower interest rates, in 
turn, will push fee 
pound downwards, 
make manufacturing 
industry more competitive and 
restore the jobs lost through 
higher taxes, it sounds like a 
textbook prescription for a 
carefully-controlled currency 
depredation Indeed h is exact¬ 
ly the kind of poli<$r urged on 
fee new Government m this 
column a week ago. Why. 
then, do 1 suddenly suspect it 
will not work? 

This is where we come back 
to Tuesday's fateful decision 


on the Bank of England. The 
most critical element of this 
whole policy package is fee 
willingness to ease interest 
rates aggressively enough to 
pull the pound down. Without 
fee critical ingredient of looser 
monetary policy the whole 
prescription will not work. In 
fact, it will probably achieve 
opposite of the result intended. 

If investors are confident 
that monetary policy will be 
eased promptly in response to 
higher taxes, they can proba¬ 
bly be relied on to sell sterling. 
But if interest rates remain 
high or rise further after a 
tight Budget, the short-term 
reaction oF international inves¬ 
tors could be to buy more 
pounds. Britain already has 
the highest interest rates 
among G7 countries. That has 
made UK government bonds 
one of the world's best invest¬ 
ments in the past 12 months. 
Now Mr Brown has offered 
investors the anri-inflationary 
reassurance of an independent 
central bank. Next month he 
will follow that with a Budget 
that puts Britain on course to 
repay fee national debt. Why 
should feat suddenly per¬ 
suade them to dump fee high- 


yielding gilts and sterling de¬ 
posits that have served them 
so well in the past year? The 
only possible reason would be 
the certain knowledge feat 
interest rates will be deliber¬ 
ately managed to depredate 
fee pound. 

Until Tuesday, there would 
have been ample reason for 
this view, since fee Chancellor, 
who is known to favour a 
lower exchange rate, was dir¬ 
ectly in control of interrat 
rates. Now feat fee Bank is in 
charge, the whole calculation 
is thrown into doubt. It is true 
that Eddie George said on 
Tuesday that sterling is “un¬ 
comfortably strong". The rea¬ 
son he gave, however, had 
nothing to do wife fee travails 
of manufacruring industry or 
the need to sustain economic 
growth after a tight Budget. 
“We have talked repea tally 
about the dilemmas (fee 
strong pound) poses for mone¬ 
tary policy," he said. 

Could it be that Mr George’s 
main reason for unhappiness 
about the present exchange 
rate is simply that the strong 
pound has prevented him 
from raising interest rates 
even higher? If this is true.

Writs have been issued 
against about a dozen distrib¬ 
utors of equipment that can 
pick up signals from TV2, 
which has the contract to show 
FA Carling Premiership 
games live in Norway, Den¬ 
mark and Sweden. 

Many pubs have bought the 
satellite equipment and have 
been showing live football 
coverage without paying 
BSkyB. which is 40 per cent 
owned by The News Corpora¬ 


tion. parent company of The 
Times. BSkyB charges pubs 
by the size of audience they 
aru-act, generating around £30 
million of income a year. 

The Premiership is particu¬ 
larly unhappy about the show¬ 
ing of Saturday games, which 
are not shown live on British 
TV. Under the deal with TV2 
live Saturday games are 
shown during foe winter foot¬ 
ball break in Scandinavian. 

Ian Fletcher, chairman of 
D&C Satellite and Television 
in Cheshire, one of foe groups 
being sued, said: “It is no 
offence to sell equipment that 
can pick up these signals.”

They must 
also lodge a refundable A$2QQ,000 
security deposit with the bank. 

In return they will be able to offer 
customers Colonial State Bank's 


range of financial services including 
insurance, investment arid funds man¬ 
agement as well as traditional bank¬ 
ing products, and will earn between 
A$80,000 and A$200,000 a year based 
on their ability to achieve certain 
performance criteria. 

Mr Smedley said people applying to 
become franchisees included retailers, 
accountants, financial planners and 
Colonial's own staff.

FOR anyone travelling to 
Symphony Hail through an 
early-evening blizzard Sir Si¬ 
mon Rattle's celebration of 
spring — Delius’s First Cuck¬ 
oo, Schumann's and Britten’s 
Spring Symphonies — must 
have seemed sadly out of 
place. After the concert, with 
the jubilant sound of Britten's 
finale fresh in the mind, it was 
definitely the weather that was 
out of place. 

As a symphony. Britten's 
settings of 13 texts from as 
many different sources do not 
add up. But there are some 
masterful things here, like the 
drizzling Waters Above, and 
the star-lit Out on the Lawn I 
Lie in Bed: and there is the 
finale where Britten risks 
everything on an undistin¬ 
guished waltz tune and an 
unfortunate cowhorn and in¬ 
toxicates with it

soloists—Joan Rodgers. Cath¬

As for the First Cuckoo in 
Spring, it seemed a little lost in

Looking good, saying little 


A lette Coffins has a long 
list of theatrical credits 
to her name. In addi¬ 
tion to her own dance produo 
tions over the years, she has 
choreographed; and. co-d feed-' 
ed Un Ballo. in Maschem for 
Munich; did the same with 
Birtwistle’s The Second Mrs 
Kong for Glyndeboume; and 
choreographed the' current 
West End production of Jesus 
Christ Superstar. One thing 
all this has taught her is how 
to stage a good stow. 

Her dance adaptation of 
Chekhov’s Three Sisters [at the 
Place Theatre) is craftily ar¬ 
ranged. With a cast of four, 
and a simple set at her 
disposal — tree, walk window 
and chair are all that Tom 
Cairns needs to suggest the 
sisters' stifling domestic aivi- 
ronment — Collins is able to 
encompass the general ennui ; 
of Chekhov's frustrated hero¬ 
ines and foe inexorability of 
their ever-nantwin g horizons. 
The choice of music is - 


apposite and witty. The Sister 
Sledge.'hit We Are Family 
cheekily, introduces, our three 
miserable siblings, dressed in 
shapeless cardigans and sensi¬ 
ble shoes, listlessly offering 
thdr thumbs in the hope foal 
some passing motorist: will 
whisk mem away to Moscow.

But staging isn’t everything 
when it comes to dance.

(for herself. Bernadette Iglich 
and Rachel Krische). But her 
movements lack a tidiness of

Dan O’Neill), but the produc¬ 
tion never makes up its mind 
which way it wants to ga 
One thing you can say for 
Laurie Booth.

T he programme opener, 
Stormgarden, featured 
a thrusting and system¬ 
atic soundscape by Hans Peter 
Kuhn, a frequent Booth collab¬ 
orator. Its dangs, burbles, 
rumbles arid -roars added ;up 
to an impressive collection of 
elemental cries and whispers. 
Paul^urweD’s sleek set design 
prtotically reverberated with 
the gusts of wind generated by 
the small fans. •• 


Booth's movement language 
for himself and Gary Lambert 
was characteristically loose- 
limbed and well-oiled, the 
body winding and unwinding 
tike a corkscrew. But how 
irritating to watch choreogra¬ 
phy that was so concerned 
with busying limbs and exer¬ 
cising joints. 

ACT/ ual f/ACT/ual boast¬ 
ed sound from Scanner (aka 
Robin Rimbaud), a “telephone 
terrorist" who uses snatches of 
mobile phone conversations in 
his aural collages.

Ten million reasons 
to love your Radio 1 

The wonderful one’s audience may have halved, but it 
is changing the face of pop. So be glad to be British 


O ne of the mast horrify¬ 
ing collections of sylla¬ 
bles in the English 
language must be “market 
forces". Dumb, brutal, and 
slick with the greases of greed, 
market forces would have us 
believe that libraries, parks, 
public swimming baths, an 
galleries, museums and music 
are self-indulgent luxuries, 
while nudear weaponry is 
something to be encouraged. 
Which is why the tuning 
column inches devoted to 
Radio Is “decline" are so 
disappointing. 

From its 1970s peak of 20 
million listeners, when “char¬ 
acters" such as the Hairy 
Cornflake (Dave Lee Travis) 
and the Bearded Fish Peddlar 
(Noel Edmunds) told jokes 
that a budgie could have 
scripted, the rejigged Radio I 
now pulls in a mere 102 
million. Marker forces, it 
would seem, do not go a 
bundle on the sounds of the 
underground, and DJs who 
know about music and refuse 
to talk down to their audience. 
The ten million dropoff is 
somehow seen as a massive 
failure, as though success can 
only be measured in numbers. 

It's easy to engage market 
forces if you are willing to 
disengage three-quarters of 
your brain. Simply play a 
mixture of the tried-and-cested 
and the 1990s equivalent of 
easy listening — Celine Dion, 
Michael Bolton. Peter Andre. • 
Boyzone. Get in a boorish DJ 
to make obvious, laboured 
quips about die Royal Family, 
the Spice Girls and "Whacko 
Jacko". Radio l pursued this 
broadcasting direction for 
much of the 1980s. foisting on 
us the clunking whimsy of 
Sieve Wrighr and his gargling 
“posse" and the living horror 
of Jakki Brambles, who 


seemed to believe that being 
into Living Jn A Box but also 
having a Smiths album made 
her a talent pusher on a par 
with John Pfcel. 

But with the loosening up of 
broadcasting licences in the 
late 1980s, Radio l started 
losing listeners hand over fist 
to stations offering big cash 
prizes and “shock jocks", so 
named because they were

talking jock straps. Radio l 
had to find a new audience, 
and at the beginning of the 
1990s the only audience that 
wasn’t being catered for was 
the under-ZSs. As Radio 1’s 
remit is to educate, inform and 
play cool music for hipsters in 
Nikes and dreads, it finally 
shook off the MOR horror of 
the 1980s. Along with die 
shakeup of Top of the Pops . it 
was one of the best things to 
happen to music since Bob 
Dylan plugged into the mains. 

'Hie fact - that Britain is 
currently undergoing a musi¬ 
cal renaissance is almost en¬ 
tirely due to the BBC. As a 
public broadcasting service, 
only Radio 1 is in a position to 
ignore rhe strangling fiscal 
considerations of market 
forces. Placebo, the Chemical 
Brothers. Prodigy, Manic 
Street Preachers. Suede, the 
Divine Comedy. Oasis. DJ 
Shadow and Pulp are all now- 


big stars influencing the main¬ 
stream — remember when 
Phil Collins vowed that his 
next album would be “very 
Oasis?" — would never have 
gotten airplay anywhere else; 
and their success can only be 
to the betterment of British 
industry. 

Music is. after all. our third 
biggest export and those tim¬ 
id. lukewarm playlists of the 
}9S0s meant that our artists 
were drawing on an ever- 
shrinking. stagnant poof of 
influences. Now. of course, we 
are in the exciting position of 
having a forthcoming genera¬ 
tion of artists who are all post¬ 
drum and bass, trance, lo-fi 
and hip hop. and who will 
combine all of these to invent 
new and juicy music for the 
year 2000. 

Because it is so difficult to 
pul a value and a worth to 
some things — and because we 
are ail so obsessed with 
putting value and worth on 
things — market forces are 
seen as the most valid indica¬ 
tors of success. But market 
forces are only an accurate 
yardstick for a limited number 
of commodities. No City ana¬ 
lyst would say there was a 
“need" for a moderately suc¬ 
cessful public broadcasting 
service playing electrifying 
new music io a fairly limited 
audience. But then, why 
would anyone care what a City 
analyst had to say about 
music? 

In ways that many business 
executives — and journalists — 
would never understand. Mel¬ 
ody Maker and Radio l are far 
more important than the Fi¬ 
nancial Times. Like Eddie 
Lzzard. the clockwork radio. 
Amnesty International and 
Private Eye. rhe BBC is still 
something that should make 
us proud to be British.

FOO FIGHTERS 
The Colour and the Shape 
(Capitol CDEST229S E13.99) 
ALTHOUGH he has emerged 
from the Nirvana nightmare 
in surprisingly good shape, 
drummer turned singer and 
guitarist Dave GrohJ seems to 
have become inextricably wed¬ 
ded to the Big Bang method of 
songwriting as a result The 
Colour and the Shape. Foo 
Fighters’second album, is stiff 
with songs that start off quiet¬ 
ly and then explode into life 
like greyhounds our of the 
traps. This practice even ex¬ 
tends to the running order of 
the album, which is prefaced 
with a brief quiet track. Doll. 
followed immediately by the 
explosive Monkey Wrench, a 
low-rent pastiche of the 
Ramones. 

But when he avoids this 
cliche, as on the slow build 
and epic sweep of My Hew or 
the affecting acoustic ballad 
Walking After Vou. Grohl 
shows him self capable of more 
than just cruising on his 
reputation as one of the hard¬ 
est hirrers in modem rock. 

It is a tall order these days 
for any American band to 
make big guitars and a tradi¬ 
tional belting beat sound like 
anything other than an old- 
fashioned hangover from 
grunge, but Grohl has plenty 
of tantalisingly good ideas to 
offer, as he demonstrates on 
numbers ranging from the 
delirious Mad Up to the 
dreamy February Stars. 
Which makes The Colour and 
the Shape doubly disappoint¬ 
ing — given a slightly fresher 
spin, it could have bexm great. 

BIG HEAD TODD 
& THE MONSTERS 
Beautiful World

THEY hare been around since

rock of 33a. Swan Hill. All of 
them are fine songs, well 
served by his five-piece band. 

Hunter may be destined to 
remain in a pop twilight, but 
he continues to offer pleasures 
that bear comparison with 
those provided by such cur¬ 
rently fashionable acts as 
Wflco.

. value of fee ri#u of appeal 
exercisable only from abroad in' 
practice was, likdy to. be highly 
speculative since such a country 
could well remove him from their - 
territory before he had tune to 
exercise his right of appeal to a 
special adjudicator in this country. 

. it was because of feat restriction 
an tlx right of appeal that it was. 
appropriateto drailmge hy way of 
judicial review fee .grant of a 
certificate of the secretary of state 
without first exhausting fee pro¬ 
cess of appeal under section 3. 

Prior,to the. 1996 Act, spedal 
adjudicators when determining 
appeals had indicated fear they 
were pot satisfied Thai France 
could be treated as a safe country. 

The adjudicators had not been 
concerned about French sub¬ 
stantive taw. That did protect 
’ asylum seekers in accordance wife 
fee Convention. Their concern was 
as to . the danger that when an 
asylum seeker. was returned to 
France the asylum seeker would 
not be given an opportunity to 
' have bis position determined in 
accordance with French law as the 
'Convention required prior to his 
being deported from France. 

Special adjudicators in the 
course of their work acquired 
considerable experience of what 
happened in practice in different 
countries 'and as sped* adjudi- 
. quote had come to the conclusion 
that the secretary of state was 
-under an obligation to satisfy 
himself that either those derisions 
were, in his opurian. wrong or that ■ 
since they had reached their des- 
cisions fee position had changed 
for the better in France. 

It was desirable , to clarify fee 
respective roles of fee secretary of 
stare and the courts now that the 
1996 Act was m force. It was 
convenient to stars wife whar an 
applicant for asylum would he 
required to establish if the sec¬ 
retary * state was considering fee 
merits of an application for 
asylum. 

In R v decretory of Slate for the 


Home Department. Ex parte 
Sivakumanm QI9SS| AC 958.994) 
Lord Keith * Kink* had said: 

There has to be demonstrated a 
reasonable degree of likelihood 
that be wiQ be persecuted for a 
Convention reason if returned to 
his own country." 

Basing himself upon feat state¬ 
ment. Mr Pannick bad submitted 
feat the secretary of slate was 
- entitled to ask himself whether, in 
his opinion, there was a reason¬ 
able degree of likelihood that 
Frame would send the applicant to 
Turkey otherwise than in ac¬ 
cordance whh the Convection. The 
Division* Court appeared to have 
accepted that submission. 

Their Lordships did not accept 
Mr feniucta; adaption of a reason¬ 
able degree * likelihood test. Thai 
submission involved a lower 
threshold than that laid down by 
the Acl 

Section 2 required the secretary 
of state to certify that the con¬ 
ditions in sixiion 2(2) were fulfilled. 
The condition which was in issue 
was "feat the government of 
(Ranee] would not send [her] to 
another country ... other than m 
accordance with the Convention". 

The language of the condition 
was unqualified. That was the 
stare lory test. It was a test imposed 
as a requirement of overriding the 
protection against removal pend¬ 
ing determination of an asylum 
ctafan which would otherwise be 
provided by section 6 of the 
Asylum and Immigration Appeals 
Act 1993. 

Clearly it was necessary to treat 
fee test as not being totally 
unqualified. It must be subject to 
fee implication that it was permis¬ 
sible to grant a certificate when 
there existed a system which 
would, if it operated as it usually 
did, provide the required standard 
of protection for fee asylum seeker. 

No country could provide a 
system which was ICO per cent 
effective. There were going to be 
aberrations. All that could be 
expected and therefore all that

The delay could nor in any way 
be laid at Mrs Kerming's door and 
in all the circumstances it was 
difficult to see what re* public 
interest had been served by the 
ca$e proceeding. 

His Lordship thought feat in 
same cases fee secretary of state 
would do well to consider whether 
fee public interest was really 
served by pressing on wife cases 
which for some reason really no 
longer had a point 

The essential purpose of a dis¬ 
qualification'order was to protect 
fee public. Its incidental effects, 
particularly what was likely to be a 
heavy costa order, probably much 
higher than any fine in a crimin* 
court, the stigma of an order, and 
its deterrent effect on others, were 
not fee purposes of the legislation. 

Moreover. proceedings under 
section 6 of the Act had to be 
commenced within two years of 
the company insolvency, except 
wife leave of court. There was a 
dear statutory intention that the 
cases were taken to a conclusion 
quickly, it was hardly in ac¬ 
cordance with that intention dial, 
after they had been commenced 
they should be stayed against an 
mdividu* who had not consented 
to that stay- « 

Having considered the charges 
a gams Mrs Kenning his Lordship 
said that even if she was to be 
regarded as a director of the 
c o mp an y he was wholly un¬ 
satisfied that she conducted herself 
in a manner which made her unfit 
to be concerned in fee manage¬ 
ment of a company.

HIS LORDSHIP said that a 
court might prefer one body of 
opinion to another but feat was no 
basis for a finding of negligence.

adopted a different approach or 
practice, feat he or she accepted 
fear fee approach or practice: 
adopted by fee defendant was in 
accordance with the approach or 
practice accepted as proper by a 
responsible body of practitioners 
skilled in fee relevant field. 


ftarfiamem could have intended 
should be in place prior to the 
gram of a certificate was a system 
which could be expected noT to 
contravene fee Convention. 

What was required was that 
there should be no real risk fear 
the asylum seeker would be sent to 
another country otherwise than in 
accordance wife the Convention. 
The unpredictability of human 
behaviour or the remote possibility 
of changes in administrative law 
or procedures which there was no 
reason to anticipate would not be a 
real risk. 

Mr Pannick had submitted feat 
it vuasttbcurd to have one standard 
to be applied where fee Conven¬ 
tion was to be applied in this 
country and another tea: where the 
Convention was to be applied in 
another country. 

However, their Lordships did 
not agree. In Srvakumaran the 
"reasonable degree of likelihood" 
zest was laid down as an otqeaive 
standard which an applicant for 
asylum status had to demonstrate 
in order to obtain protection. 

If the complaint as to a sole 
country was as to fee test it applied 
in determining whether there was 
a breach of fee Convention, nn 
criticism could property be made 
of that country if it applied fee 
same test as the UK applied in 
determining whether the asylum 
seeker had the necessary well 
founded fear. 

However, where fee criticism of 
fee safe country was feat the 
procedures were such that in 
practice there was a real risk that 
the applicant would never have an 
opportunity to demonstrate that 
there was a reasonable degree of 
likelihood feat he would be per¬ 
secuted if he was returned by the 
supposedly sale country then feat 
was a different matter. 

The reasonable degree of likeli¬ 
hood test was laid down so as not 
to place loo heavy an obligation nn 
the asylum seeker. 

The asylum seeker had to com¬ 
ply with an objective test but one 


which was not absolute. Their 
Lordships did not ux any reason 
for applying fee same standard 
where what w-as at issue was 
whether an asylum seeker should 
be entitled to exercise his rights of 
appeal in this country or from a 
third country to which he was w be 
removed. 

While in fee majority of cases 
both tests might well lead tu Ihe 
same result feat did not polity 
applying the wrung standard in 

the mhwriiy of cases where it 
would lead to the wrong result- 

It was not suggested that the 
secretary of state hud actually 
applied fee- wrong test as a matter 
nf law. The identification of fee 
right test was. however, necessary 
when considering whether fee 

decision of the staretary of state 
was one to which he had been 
enntled to come on the malarial 
before him. 

It was lor the secretary of state to 
evaluate fee material. 1/ fee sec¬ 
retary of state could properly come 
to fee decision which he did on that 
material then fee court could not 
interfere. 

He was the person who had to 
form the opinion. However, in 
order to form the opinion, it was 
necessary for him to take such 
steps as' were reasonable in fee 
circumstances to acquaint himself 
with fee relevant facts. 

Their Lordships bore in mind 
Mr Gill's submission as to the 
inequality of the position of the 
asylum seeker as compared with 
feat of fee secretary of state. It was 
extraordinarily difficult for some¬ 
one in the position of fee applicant 
to show the secretary of state could 
not properly farm the opinion feat 
lie slated that he did. 

Indeed it would be impossible 
for the asylum seeker even to 
attempt to do so were it not for the 
commendable efforts which had 
been made by fee Refugee Leg* 
Centre to protect the position of 
asy lum seekers. Despite very lim¬ 
ited resources they had accu¬ 
mulated significant material. 


Mr GiU. however, wife some 
justification, pomied out it would 
not he unduly burdensome on fee 
secretary of state to take more steps 
than he did at present to monitor 
what happened to asylum seekers 
who were relumed to France. 

As against that the evidence 
made it clear feat the secretary of 
state did cause inquiries to be 
made in France. 

The secretary of stale based his 
opinion primarily upon: 

1 France's commitment lo a num¬ 
ber of international conventions 
and agreements applying lo asy¬ 
lum seekers; 

2 An assessment of French laws 
and procedures; 

3 Information from the director of 
Direction des Liberies Publicities 
des Allaire* Juridiques and from 
the British liaison officer in Direc¬ 
tion Certiratc du Commie de 
11mmigration ex de la Lutte Contre 
1'EmpIoi des Cladestin* as to the 
implementation of French Jaws 
and procedures in practice; and 

4 A lack of evidence contradicting 
the secretary of state's opinion. 

As in French domestic law. Mr 
Gill made no complaint. If the law 
properly operated, then an 
application lor asylum by an 
applicant returned by this country 
to France should he appropriately 
considered by the Office Franca is 
de Protection des Refugics et 
Apatrides (OFPRAl If OFPRA 
became properly seized of an 
application then it was accepted 
that there was nu re* risk of a 
contravention of the Convention. 

What was criticised was the 
practice adopted by French offici¬ 
als within the prefecture. The effect 
of the complaints was that there 
had been a persistent history of 
oflki*s ignoring requests for asy¬ 
lum and seeking to remove com¬ 
plainants on fee basis of a failure 
tu daim asylum when fee ap¬ 
plicant was previously in France. 

Die other matter was what 
happened to Mr Ali Iqbal. After 
Iqbal had travelled via France to 
London the secreiarv of state 


certified feat his case was without 
foundation un fee basis feat 
France was a safe third country. 

When he returned to France 
after his app* had been dis¬ 
missed officials at fee Paris pre¬ 
fecture acted contrary to proper 
procedures so that his claim for 
asylum was ignored. Orders for 
removal were served, apparently 
in the absence of an interpreter, 
and attempts were made forcibly 
to place him in an aeroplane. 

The only reason feat he was not 
removed was feat the captain nf 
the plane refused to lake respon¬ 
sibility for him so that his case 
received press publicity and he 
was subsequently allowed to daim 
asylum in France. 

Thai was obviously a serious 
departure from proper standards 
but it had to be seen in fee context 
of France having to deal wife more 
than 20,000 asylum applications in 
each of the last 10 years. Further¬ 
more. account had to be taken of 
the fact that the proportion of 
successful applications was higher 
in France than in any other 
member sure. 

Their Lordships hud carefully 
considered *1 the material which 
had been placed before them and 
understood on the basis of that 
material the concerns of the special 
adjudicators. 

However, their Lordships would 
emphasise the difference between 
the decisions of fee special adjudi¬ 
cators and the responsibilities of 
the cnuri. The special adjudicators 
on an appeal considered fee ma¬ 
terial'which was before them and 
made their own judgment as io the 
merits. The cutxn's role was limited 
to that of review. 

Approaching the question as me 
of review, their Lordships could 
not say that the secretary of state 
had not been entitled to come to fee 
opinion feat he did. 

Having considered and rejected 
further grounds raised die court 
dismissed fee appeal.

Power is exercisable retrospectively 


Davy International lid and 
Others v Tazzyman and 
Others 

Same v Durnig and Others 
Before Lord Justice Leggatt. Lord 
Justice Martin and Lord Justice 
Phillips 

(Judgment May 1] 

The power conferred on the High 
Court by Order 45. rule 7(7) of fee 
Rules of the Supreme Court to 
dispense wife service of a copy of 
an order under the rule if it 
thought it just to do so. was 
exernsabte in respect of a man¬ 
datary order after fee occurrence 
of events alleged to constitute a 
breach of that order, that is, 
retrospectivefy. 

The Court of Appeal so held 
dismissing the appeal of fee fourth 
defendant, VAI Industries (UKJ 
Ltd and the first respondent. 
Herbert Durnig, from the judg¬ 
ment of Mr Justice May on March 
10 when, inter alia, he dismissed 
their applications to strike out the 
notice of motion of fee plaintiffs. 


Davy International Ltd. Davy 
Corporation Ltd and Trafalgar 
House Services Ltd. which sought, 
inter alb, orders for sequestration 
of fee assets of VAI and the first 
respondent's committal to prison. 

Mr Alan Boyle. QC and Mr Paul 
Goulding for VAI and the first 
respondent; Mr Mark Cran. QC. 
Mr Alistair McGregor. QC and 
Mr Nigel Porter for Davy. 

LORD JUSTICE MORRITT 
said fear Davy was granted in 
May I9Q6 an Anton Filler, search 
and seize, order in respect of VAi's 
office premises in FboJe. Dorset 
Pans of fee order were mandatory 
requiring VAl to hand over listed 
documents, and parts prohibitory 
requiring it not lo destroy certain 
documents. 

The order did not have on its 
face fee penal notice required by 
Order 45, rule 7(4). Davy alleged, 
inter alia, feat documents were 
removed or destroyed, and that the 
affidavit sworn by fee first respon¬ 
dent. a director of VAl and resident 


in Austria, was false in certain 
respects. They then issued ibeir 
notice of motion which fee judge 
refused to strike out. 

The main point at issue was 
whether fee court's power of 
dispensation of service, under 
Order 45. rule 7(7), was exercisable 
retrospectively or. as Mr Boyle 
contended, only prospectively, feat 
is. before fee expiration of the time 
limited for compliance with the 
particular order, the court being 
bound by Lewis v Lewis (|J99IJ I 
WLR 235) and Denman v Temple 
(unreported. May 9.1991). 

Mr Cran submitted the rule 
permitted retrospective as wdl as 
prospective dispensation, the court 
bring bound by two earlier Court 
of Appe* derisions Turner v 
Turner ((1978) 122 Sol J 6%) and 
Hill Samuel C< Co Ltd v Littaur 
(The Times April 13.1985). 

His Lordship s*d that the 
wording of rule 7(7) was general. 
That pointed lo the court's power 
not being confined in its operation 
to a particular time. 
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If it were not to be so construed, 
ihe court would he unable to deal 
with a party which was not served 
wife ihe order during the period 
for compliance deliberately refus¬ 
ing to comply wife an order made 
in its presence. 

After considering fee cases, his 
Lordship said that fee Turner and 
Hill Somite/ cases were binding on 
the courl as establishing that rule 
7(7) was not restricted io a prospec¬ 
tive operation. It was established 
feat the court was entitled to 
choose between cunflicting 
authorities. 

Those were fee initial derisions 
and bound fee later cases; they 
were not cited in fee later cases 
and. if they had been, the courts 
would have been bound to reach 
fee same conclusion; and they 
accorded with the proper construc¬ 
tion of rule 7(7) in its context. 

Lord Justice Phillips ami Lord 
Justice Leggatt agreed.

Am I for the scrapheap? 


A lecturer reveals how research 
rankings have threatened his job 
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I n the next few Weeks my 
university will vote on a 
plan to restructure aca¬ 
demic departments. This is the 
direct result of December’s 
research assessment exercise, 
i Initially, it was thought that 
we had done rather well- 
There was great rejoicing. Tne 
vice-chancellor sent out an 
official memo congratulating 
staff on their performance. 
Unfortunately, bur competi¬ 
tors had done even better- Less 
than a month later* when the. 
Government issued toe finan¬ 
cial allocations, it became 
clear that the university was 

heading for a massive defiat- 
The administration decided 
that more than 40 acadomc 
posts must be lost Justbefore 
the spring holiday, a draft for 
restructuring was issued 
Whole departments were to 
disappear. Panic ensuetLAsh- 
en-faced dons clustered _ ffl 
corridors; e-mails proposing 
rescue schemes rirculansi: me 
Association of University 
Teachers issued warnings 
ahout strike action. 

University officials empha¬ 
sised that the draft plan was 
not a final statement and that 
modifications would be cun- 
skfered. Nonetheless, speed 
was of toe essence. The admin¬ 
istration says toai it wishes i o 

meet its target on!y_ through 
voluntary redundancies, bur n 
has not ruled out compulswffi 
should it prove necessary. 
Academics arc notoriously 


bad at changing careers. Who 
would want a 50-yearold clas¬ 
sicist who is the greatest living 
expert on Plato's use of toe 
article? The spectre of compul- 
■ sory redundancy has haunted 
us all. Who would ■ be die 
unlucky ones? Would it be 
those on short-term contracts? 
We nil. wished it would be 
someone other than ourselves. 

Yet, from a legal point of 
view there is a simple answer. 
Since its foundation, my univ¬ 
ersity has granted staff life 
tenure- This was to ensure 
complete academic freedom. 
No one could be dismissed for 
having the “wrong” opinions. 

• The conditions of service are 
explicit: toe. tennre for all 
academics is to extend to die 
age of retirement All those 
appointed to permanent posit¬ 
ions who have passed the 
required probationary period 
are. entitled to remain in toe 
post until toe age of 67. 
according to the original univ¬ 
ersity statutes. 

This does not mean, how¬ 
ever. that all academics are 
safe.' In 1987. Parliament 
passed a law that allow s for 
tenure to be withdrawn from 
all individuals appointed to 
university posts alter Novem¬ 
ber 1987, or from those who 
hare had a change in contact 
from that date: This- in effect, 
meant those who w f re P r0_ 
mogd to a higher grade. Thus, 
everyone who moved up from 
lecturer level to senior lecturer 
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or "beyond would lose tenure, 
so long as they were, being 
paid more as a result 
After this law was passed, 
an official governmental com¬ 
mission was instructed to 
change toe royal charters of all 
universities. The rules of re¬ 
dundancy were altered, en¬ 
abling universities to remove 
non-tenured staff from those 
departments which were 
being closed for financial 
reasons. 


T his means that there are 
ribw two classes of aca¬ 
demic there who have 
retained life tenure because 
they were appointed before 
November 1987 and have had 
no change in contract since, 
and those appointed or pro¬ 
moted after thai date. 

The acute observer will real¬ 
ise that, in same cases, those 
who are elderly and who were 
promoted before 19S7, as well 
as those who failed to make 


the grade, are the ones with 
life tenure. 

The bright young things, the 
new vigorous appointments 
and the dynamic researchers 
whose talents have been recog¬ 
nised through advancement, 
are die ones who are now at 
risk. 

The administration has not 
taken sreps to inform academ¬ 
ics of their lepl rights; after 
all it is not in its interest to do 
so. New appointments and 
promoted staff want to conceal 
the facts in toe hope that they 
will be safe and the ALT is 
committed to protecting the 
jobs of all academic staff 
regardless of their contractual 
status. 

In toe end, however, my 
university will be compelled to 
recognise this distinction. Staff 
on shortterm contracts cost 
nothing to dismiss. The dions 
who can be made redundant 
are entitled to receive only one 
week’s salary for every year 
that they have been employed 
in toe system. Bur it could 
cripple any university to make 
staff with life tenure redun¬ 
dant. There is the possibility 
that someone aged 50, who is 
earning about £28,000 a year, 
could cost as much as 
£500,000 to remove because 
technically they are owed their 
remaining lifetime salary. No 
institution can face tile risk of 
such a bill. 

In toe end, tenure will 
proiect those who were fortu¬ 
nate enough to obtain it, 
despite the wish of the admini¬ 
stration to dismiss those 
whom it no longer wants to 
employ* 


act 


But they will know that there 
is little Mr Blunkett can do in 
toe short : wm about the 
funding pressures on schools, 
colleges and universities. The 
Conservative spending plans 
adopted by Gordon Brown 
allow for a worsening squeeze, 
with only infant schools antici¬ 
pating an early boost from toe 
abolition of assisted places. 

Mr Blunkett has tried to 
dampen expectations by warn¬ 
ing of a £69 million “black 
hole” in the budget for further 
education colleges, which he 
wants to play a key role in the 
“welfare to work programme. 
The windfall tax should plug 
the gap, but other areas of the 
education budget trill have to 
wait for Labour to fulfil its 
longer-term promise to devote 
a larger share of public 
spending. 

University lecturers and 
vice-chanoellors have already 
staked their claim, but only Sir 
Ron Dealing's report, due out 
in July, can provide the am¬ 
munition they need to alter the 
Government's spending prior¬ 
ities. The review will provide 
toe first test of policy-making 
beyond toe manifesto, with 
rough derisions ahead on the 
size of toe higher education 
system and toe requirement 
for graduates to pay more 
towards their education. 

The schools lobby will not 
be far behind in demanding 
more money, but Mr Blunkett 
will want to concentrate on 
measures that can be imple¬ 
mented without extra funding. 


There is plenty of unfinished 
business on target-setting, the 
curriculum, testing and as¬ 
sessment which can occupy 
toe new team, who will soon 
be busy drafting the June 
White Paper and with toe even 
more time-consuming task of 
pushing through legislation. 

There is plenty of scope for 
disagreement, meanwhile, if 
next week's appeal fails no 
convince teachers. The Nat¬ 
ional Association of School¬ 
masters and Union of Women 
Teachers has given a warning 
that its support does not 
extend to increasing a work¬ 
load that ir already finds 
unreasonable. Other groups 
are willing to give Labour the 
benefit of the doubt, but will 
expect Tony Blair's rhetoric 
about education, education 
and education to bear fruit 
before long.

These figures have 

prompted the National Asthma Campaign to 
raise awareness in schools of asthma and 
related problems. At a conference yesterday 
in Stoke-on-Trent, speakers from a range of 
disciplines addressed the kind of issues that 
schools need to consider. On the agenda 
were new Department for Education and 
Employment guidelines. If followed by 
schools, they should reduce toe stress for 
children with asthma-related complaints. 

Pauline Eldridge. a parent, feels that 
guidelines are overdue. Her two children, 
Tony and Alex have asthma that is easily 
managed by inhalers. The problem comes at 
school where teachers have held toe inhalers 
centrally. “There have been several occasions 
when Terry needed his inhaler in rl»« and 
the teacher has said that he had to wait." Mrs 
Eldridge believes children should carry their 
inhalers: the new advice now states: "Child¬ 
ren must haw immediate access to their 
inhalers when they need them." 

The situation arises from a lack of 
awareness and from teachers’ reluctance to 
become involved in duties for which they 
have no training. Many worry about toe 
legal position should anything go wrong. 

At the conference these concerns were 
addressed by Chris Doak, a health and 
safety officer with Devon County Council. 
His county has developed a policy based on 
the campaign's framework and toe DEE 
guidelines. Mr Doak feels that this anxiety is 
misplaced and (hat teachers have an impor¬ 
tant role to play in making.life easier and 
simpler for the asthma sufferer.

Paul Hanbury, toe 
headteacher at Brook- 
house Green Primary 
in Sfoke-on-Trem. says 
that the approach 
schools need to adopt is 
“very simple".

He believes that 
schools have a respon¬ 
sibility to act. "1 see toe 
child in a holistic way. I 
am as interested in 
their physical well¬ 
being as I am in their 
er daughter Jade educational attain¬ 
ment. The two are relat¬ 
ed." Mr Hanbury believes that toe curricu¬ 
lum should include more time on health 
matters. “What’s more basic than learning 
how to handle your own health?" he says. 

Mr Hanbuiy's school has an asthma 
register. Children are encouraged to carry 
their inhalers and spares are kept within 
reach. The inhalers follow the children on to 
the playing fields and are taken on trips. 



THIS approach was commended by Bob 
Wilson, a consultant and asthma specialist 
based at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital in 
Shropshire. The child's inhaler needs to be 
immediately available, "less than one minute 
away". Mr Wilson believes that asthma 
deaths are "almost wholly preventable", and 
that very simple training would enable 
teachers to deal with attacks with confidence. 

He has little patience with '‘alternative" 
approaches. A view shared by Ms Harrison 
who. as a child, was prescribed "a regime of 
exercise, heat ray treatment, swimming and 
playing a wind instrument". Her asthma 
settled down in her teens about toe same 
time as toe first broncho-dilators became 
available. Her condition worsened again 
after the birth of her children. Her eldest 
daughter. Jade, developed asthma “despite 
all I could do to prevent it by breast feeding, 
monitoring of her diet and so on." Val gave 
Jade responsibility for her inhaler as soon as 
possible and she feels that most primary age 
children could cope with the responsibility. 
She says: Teachers with asthmatics in their 
class should be made aware of what to do if a 
child has an attack."

ONE of the best-funded 
projects in world sailing got

non-stop circumnavigation. 

When the sponsor is one of 
the world's top ten genera!

tazz. Pete Goss performed the 
naming ceremony at Ocean 
Village in Southampton amid 
fireworks, champagne and 
piped operatic music. 

It was a high-profile launch 
of a project that has every 
prospect of capturing the pub¬ 
lic imagination. Edwards will 
set off for New York in wo 
days to prepare for an attempt 
on the transatlantic record for 
mulrihulls of just over Gb 
days, held by Jet Services 5. 

After that, Edwards will try 
for the round-Britain and Ire¬ 


land record of just under six 
days, set by Steve Fossen. of 
the United States, cm the 
trimaran. Lakota. Then, in the 
new year, she will set off on 
her historic attempt to capture 
the Jules Verne Trophy for the 
fastest non-stop circumnavi¬ 
gation. 

The record is still held by Sir 
Robin Knox-Johnston and Sir 
Peter Blake, who got round on 


ENZA in 74 days and 72 hours 
in 1994. However, the French¬ 
man, Olivier de Kersauson. on 
the 90ft trimaran, Sport-Elec, 
appears to be on the verge of 
bettering it by up to three days 
as he continues his way back 
up the Atlantic at the end of a 
voyage during which he has 
averaged 362 miles a day.

Laser guides O’Connor to target

FOR a game that is supposed 
ro be no more demanding fhan 
a gentle sfroU in toe sunshine, 
golf inflicts a rare price in 
injuries. Not long after Jose 
Maria Qlazabal was forced to 
spend hours lying down 
because he could not bear to 
put any weight on his feet. 
Christy O’Connor Jr had to 
have laser treatment on his left 
arm. What he could smell was 
his own burning flesh. 

When the condition that 
started as tennis elbow was at 
its worst and the pain so great 
that he could not lift a saucer 
or squeeze a tube of tooth¬ 
paste. O'Connor wondered 
whether he would ever be able 
to play golf again. At his 
gloomiest, he thought he 
would have to live the rest of 
his li/e on the memories that 
included the celebrated two 
iron he hit at The Bel Fry in his 
singles against Fred Couples 
in the 1989 Ryder Cup. This 
stroke enabled him to defeat 
the American by one hole and 
set up the tied match that 
meant Europe retained the 
trophy they had won at 
Muirfield Village two years 
earlier. 

The welcome evidence that 
the laser treatment had 
worked for O'Connor came 
with a 6S. four under par, in 
the opening round of the 
Benson ana Hedges Interna¬ 
tional Open at The Oxford¬ 
shire. O'Connor is one stroke 
behind Greg Turner. 

“I came here on Tuesday 
and il started to snow,"Turner 
said "and 1 thought I'd just go 
home. I wasn't in the pro-am 
so 1 didntcome ro the club and 
I was glad about that because 
playing in these conditions 
would probably have messed 
up my swing. The strategy has 
worked." 

O'Connor, who had four 
birdies and 14 pars, was one of 
only four of the 155-strong field 
not to have a bogey. He made 
light of the south-westerly 
wind, which at times was 
blowing up to 20mph. A 
couple of putts failed to drop — 
from three feet on the 2nd, 
four feet on the 4th for 
example — but otherwise, it 
was a round of which to be 
proud. 

O'Connor described the la¬ 
ser treatment as like“touching 
a red hot grill". “You're black 
from rhe bums," he said. 
"There are sparks and things. 
I know exactly how Olazabal 
must have felt, especially so 
young. You appreciate your 
life when you’re our of it" 

O’Connor was never a real¬ 
ly hard worker and now he 
can do even less than he used

to do. He limits his daily 
practice to 100 balls and a 
round of golf and. by wearing 
a tight armband on his left 
arm. he is rediscovering his 
form. “The armband helps to 
disperse the pain." O'Connor 
said. "I tell myself the arm is 
not sore." He wants to remain 
competitive because, at 48, he 
is only two years away from 
being able to compete on the 
seniors tour, which he believes 
will yield him rich financial 
pickings. 

Montgomerie's two under 
par was puzzling because it 
was so erratic. The Oxford¬ 
shire is a tough and long 
course and he played ft in the 
morning when it was at its 
toughest and longest Even so, 
he would not normally find it 
so difficult to complete holes in 
the required figures or even 
fewer.

At trick one declarer won 
East's jack of diamonds with 
rhe queen. He then played on 
dubs. West held off until the 
third round, hoping to see if 
East could make a useful 
signal. If you have been fol¬ 
lowing this series of artides 
you will know that it is usually 
safe todiscard from a five-card 
suit. Here a spade looks safe 
enough. Bur East made the 
more informative discard of 
(he two of diamonds. 

In this situation, if you 
discard from the suit your 
partner has led, you should 
discard the spot' card you 
would have led back if you 
were returning the suit. Here, 
if East had obtained the lead 
he would have returned the 
two. his original fourth high¬ 
est. Thus when he discards the 
two it follows that he initially 


had either two or four dia¬ 
monds. Since East would 
hardly void himseif in his 
parmer's suit, in this instance 
it was clear that he had started 
with four. 

Thus West was able to lay 
down the aoe of diamonds, 
felling South's king. West 
cashed the rest of his dia¬ 
monds ro defeat the contract 
by one trick, taking in all four 
diamonds and one club. With¬ 
out East’s diamond discard 
Wesr might well have played a 
major suit, attempting to put 
East in to return a diamond 
through South's king. Here 
that would have enabled the 
declarer io take nine tricks.

J X yesterday was a tall man 
wearing an extremely old wax 
jacket and a newly-acquired look of 
expressive suffering. The interna- 
tional season has not yet begun, but 
David Graveney is fast learning the 
frustrations of being chairman of 
selectors. 

Graveney had not seen a ball 
bowled this week, despite clocking 
up hundreds of motorway miles, 
and the waterlogged state of the 
Yorkshire ground told him his luck 
was not about to alter. Even before 
the official abandonment of the 
second day’s play against Glamor¬ 
gan, he had pointed his car south¬ 
west towards Bristol and the 
distant hope of cricket. 

Three hours later, on arrival at 
Gloucestershire’s match with 
Hampshire, he knew that his day 
was fated. “The rain began as I 
pulled into the car park.” Graveney 


reported. “I think I shall now retire 
for the day.” 

His fellow selectors. Mike 
Gatting and Graham Goodu have 
also endured wasted journeys this 
week, as a capricious spring contin¬ 
ues to undermine the fixture list 
"There is nothing we can do but 
keep turning up.” G raveney said. "I 
am a great believer in listening to 
people and this has at least given 
me plenty of rime for that" 

Graveney. indeed, is reforming 
the image of the selection process 
by his accessibility and openness. 
Along with the England committee 
chairman. Bob Bennett, he Is 
encouraging die players to feel that 
they have an audience at manage- 
menr level. He is also consulting 
widely within the game, canvassing 
views on pitches, policy and person-' 
net for the series against Australia. 

On Wednesday, he visited rwo 
Test match grounds, Edgbaston 
and Old Trafford. and he will make

a point of seeing them all at 
appropriate times. While it has 
always been English custom to 
shrink from preparing pitches that 
could inconvenience die opposition. 
Graveney has a firm view about the 
type of surfaces on which his team 
should play and intends to convey it 
to every ground authority. 

Whether he will receive much 
sympathy at Edgbaston, where the 
priority, after two highly-criticised 
Test pitches, is simply to make die 
match last five days, must be 
questionable. 

A week tomorrow, die selectors 
must choose their first squad of the 
summer, for the three Texaco 
Trophy one-day- internationals 
starting at Headingley on May 22. 
Before then, Graveney will criss¬ 


cross the country a few more times,. 
a commitment to see and being 
seen that was not always shared by 
his immediate predecessor. He 
must also fit in some surgery on a 
Leg ailment, but it was not the travel 
nor the operation that brought a 
frdum to his face yesterday, so 
much as the state of England’s 
leading players.

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ALAN KNOTT has a new protege.

Speight, who joined the exodus from 
Hove specifically to enhance his 
career with Durham, has spent 
much of the early pan of ihe season 
studying hours of videotapes and 
poring over the advice that he has 
been ” given by the greatest of 
wicketkeepers.

Clubs reject merger proposal

AFTER six hours of de hjdf 
yesterdav, much of it heated, 
the Football League threw* out 
recommendations to radically 
restructure its format. Repre¬ 
sentatives of the 72 dubs 
dedded that the main thrust of 
the proposals that the Nation¬ 
wide League third division 
should merge with the Vaux- 
hall Conference would not 

work. . . . 

The report, commissioned 
for about £ 100 . 000 . was pre¬ 
sented by Deloitte & Touche, 
the management consultancy 
firm, on Tuesday. However, 
the initial enthusiasm ot 
David Sheepshanks, the 
chairman of the League and 


Ipswich Town, was not shared 
by his colleagues. 

"The ideas are no more than 
half-cocked," David Guter- 
man, the Chester City chair¬ 
man, said. “The bottom line is 
that these proposals would 
have meant the third division 
sides joining the Vauxhall 
Conference, not the Confer¬ 
ence joining the League. 

“As far as l am concerned, 
this is a report that was 
commissioned just to do the 
first division’s dirty work- 
These are ridiculous propos¬ 
als. drawn up at great cost, 
and now rightly thrown out at 
the first attempt." 

Other recommendations in 


the report received a more 
favourable response. It is now 
likely that the League ^will 
switch its headquarters from 
Lytham St Anne's in- Lanca¬ 
shire to London and it will also 
appoint a chief executive, inde¬ 
pendent chairman and com¬ 
mercial director. - • 

"I’m very pleased that four-

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THE British Record Fish 
Committee fBRFQ has re¬ 
fused to accept a 991b \\ els 
catfish taken from an Essex 
pond in November as a 
record for the species unless 
proof can be provided that the 
pond was stocked legally. 

The capture of the fish 
caused a sensation when it 
was reported by Steve Bond 
from a two-aerc lake at Oak 
Lodge. Rayleigh, near South- 
end. Since catfish were intro¬ 
duced to Great Britain more 
than 100 years ago. the fish 
have spread to several lakes 
in the home counties and 
have established cult status 
with some anglers. However, 
nothing remotely the size oi 
Bond’s-fish had been token. 

Indeed, the fish. 7ft long, 
was big beyond all compre¬ 
hension - 3Slb bigger than 
the existing catfish recoro. 
half as heavy again as the 
ancient salmon record. 441b 
heavier than the biggest carp 
ever caught in Britain, mice 
the size of the biegesrpike.

Bond lodged a claim for die 
record immediately, a tact 
that surprised nobody pm* 
that he owned the lake. The 
capture of a record on any 
water increases the price that 
an owner can demand of 
anglers wishing to fish it 
However, a statement now 
issued by the BRFC says that, 
as there Ls no record of catfish 
being previously caught at 
Oak Lodge, the committee 
requires production of “con¬ 
sent certificates under the 
Salmon and Freshwater Ffeh- 

eries Act 1975 and the Wildlife 
and Countryside Act of 1981". 

These are the acts that 
regulate the movement of fish 
between inland waters and 
the introduction to them of 
non-native species. The state¬ 
ment says that Bond’s daim 
cannot be considered further 
without such certificates ano 


that Bond has been informed 
of this. 

At the time of the capture. 
Bond said that a number of 
catfish had been introduce! to 
the lake by the previous 
owners in tire mid-i970s and 
that the lake had scarcely 
been fished since. He cfemed 
rumours that the "record" fish 
had been smuggled in. 
-Nothing like that has ever 
been put in." he said. “It is all 

just jealousy" 

A spokesman for the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency (EAJ. how¬ 
ever, confirmed yesterday mat 
Dr Tony Owen, the head of 
fisheries, had taken the un¬ 
usual step of writing to the 
BRFC Owen's letter said: “It 
is extremely unlikdy that the 
99ib Web catfish caught by 
Mr Steve Bond at his Essex 
fishery grew to such a size at 
that fishery or. indeed, any¬ 


where else in the United 
Kingdom. The tem pera toreof 
UK waters, and therefore the 
amount of available, food, b 
not high enough to allow fish 
to grow to suat a size. The 
nearest area where a Wds 
catfish would be likely .to 
grow to 99lb is southern 
Europe.'’ 

An EA spokesman ex 

pressed frustration wilh the 
state of the law. ■‘Exotic f&h 
can cany all sorts of dis¬ 
eases." he said. “We arc aware 
of many more incidents of 
them being illegally intr* 
duced titan we have evidence 
to prosecute. We presently 
need to catch people ^ed- 
ha tided, actually putting them 
in. before we can. act"

incentive to publicise the pres¬ 
ence of the fish—and publici¬ 
ty on angling waters was 
usually the name of the game.
